powers to act. 
Although the legislators will 
return to the Capitol ahead of 
time, there still is considerable 
doubt whether anything can be 
accompiished before Wednes- 
day toward settlement of the

Failure to break the stale- 

mate and to pass the appropria- 
tion measures before mandatory 
adjournment of the Legislature 
at midnight Friday would force

Anheuser-Busch Grant Will

New Laboratory. 


A gift of $200,000 to Washing- 
ton University by the Anheuser- 
Busch Charitable Trust for 
construction of a new labora+ 
tory for research in cellular 
and molecular biology was 
announced yesterday by the 
university.

Scientists Have Yet to Learn 
How to Forecast Tornadoes 


Two St. Louis Experts Tell of Difficulties 
of Predicting When and Where 
Twisters Will Occur. 


Radar and the steady increase 
of scientifie knowledge have im- 
proved forecasting of general 
tornado areas in the last few 
years, but the day when weath- 
er men will be able to say just 
where and when a tornado will 
hit is still over the horizon. 

Two St. Louis weather ex- 
perts, United States Meteorolo- 
gist George N. Brancato and 
James R. Stinson of St. Louis 
University’s Institute of Tech- 
nology, discussed the preblem 
yesterday in the aftermath of 
last week's tornadoes which 
killed 52 person in Missouri 
and Kansas. 

Recent steps forward include 
the use of radar for tracking 
rain-heavy clouds, new obser- 
vations about the upper atmos- 
phere, and growing skill in rec- 
ognition of factors that lead to 
release of atmospheric instabil- 
ity. 
Local in Character. 

What remains an apparently 
insurmountable obstacle to pre- 
cise pinpointing of tornadoes is 
the fact that they are as local 
in character as they are violent. 
In an area of several hundred 
square miles where conditions 
are ripe, why does a tornado 
form in one place and not in 
another? 

“We have much to learn ye 
about the processes that go into 
tornadoes,” Brancato said. He 
said the Weather Bureau's 
twice-a-day readings on upper 
atmospheric conditions are 
stepped up in frequency when 
storms are prevalent. These 
readings are made by release 
of weather balloons which carry 
a radiosonde device aloft. 

The St. Louis office's radar 
at Lambert-St. Louis field 
sweeps a radius of about 200 
miles and is part of an over- 
lapping network set up in the 
midwest. Rain in clouds causes 
bright “echoes” on the radar 
screen. Sometimes, but not in- 
variably, a tornado will appear 
as a hook of light attached to 
the parent cloud. 

“In the area where the great- 
est damage was done to the 
south of us, the echo we got on 
our radar screen was the bright- 
est,” Brancato reported. . Tor- 
nadoes that swept south of

Learning About Circulation. 
Stinson, instructor in geo- 
physics and geophysical en- 
gineering at St. Louis Univer- 
sity, said scientists know a good 
deal about the general circula- 
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tion factors associated with tor- 
nadoes and are learning more 
about the more localized “‘tor- 
nado environment.” 

Unfortunately, he added, “the 
tornado itself is still elusive 
except insofar as it is caught 
by vision’ or radar.” 

On the broad picture of gen- 
eral circulation, Stinson said 
scientists had learned to look 
for a large low pressure area 
with the  tornado-producing 
storms in the southeast quad- 
rant of the low; for atmospheric 
jet streams with straight or 
counter-clockwise flow in the 
upper regions, and for a tongue 
of moist air at lower levels. 

The tornado environment, the 
atmosphere in which local 
storm or tornado clouds form, 
covers half a state or so. It is 
characterized by moisture 
stratification in which air is 
moist at low 


aloft, a lifting mechanism to 


cause vertical currents, and 
several other recognizable 
factors. 


Two of the factors were dis- 
covered by St. Louis University 
scientists, who work closely 
with the weather bureau. Ed- 
ward M. Brooks reported in 
1949 that there is usually a 
“tornado cyclone”’—that is to 
say, a low pressure area of 
small dimensions, 100 miles or 
ae larger than the storm 
tse 


In 1954 Stinson found that a 
part of the tornado environ- 
ment was a depression on the 
surface of the tropopause, which 
is the level, some six to 10 
miles up, separating the strato- 
sphere from the lower atmos- 
phere. 

What Is Needed. 

“The main things we need for 
a tornado foreast are moisture 
tongues or wedges, jet streams, 
lifting mechanisms and atmos- 
pheric instability,” Stinson said. 
“Then, depending on the inten- 
sity of these factors, a forecast 
can be issued.” 

He said weather scientists 
needed to know more about 
variations in solar radiation, on 
which Brooks has done exten- 
sive work, and more about ver- 
tical currents and the energy- 
producing mechanisms of the 
air.

If a new property tax rate is 
not established tomorrow, the 
charter provides that the old 
rate will remain in effect.

The board's rules provide for 
only one reconsideration of any 
bill.

Economists and Government |# 
officials have kept a _ close |= 
watch on the consumer debt 
rise and the continuing rise in 
the cost of living because of 
the danger of inflation.

The St. Louis League of 
Women Voters indorsed the 
proposed new charter for St. 
Louis at the orgarization’s 
thirty-eighth annual qe 
yesterday at Hotel Chase. About 
250 members attended the ses- 
sions. 

In formulating its “work pro- 
gram” for the coming year, the 
League voted also to study, 
“with a view to action, govern- 
mental methods of solving 
problems of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area.” 

Their studies will include 
the forthcoming Metropolitan 
St. Louis survey report, work 
of the Board of Freeholders to 
be appointed to draft a plan 
of metropolitan co-ordination, 
and any proposal for a St. Louis 
county charter. 

Continuing support will be 
given, under the League’s pro- 
gram, to installation of voting 


machines in St. Louis, sound | 


administration of the merit 
system and improvement of the 
St. Louis public schools, par- 
ticularly through - adoption of 
unit control. 

The program of the Council 
on Human Relations for expan- 
sion of equality of opportunity 
and of the City Plan Commis- 
sion to prevent blight by means 
of area rehabilitation and prop- 


support of the League, it was 
announced. 

Leonard Hall, farmer and 

writer on conservation topics, 
urged adoption by the Missouri 
Legislature of a sound surface 
water policy to prevent stream 
pollution. The problem, he 
said, will have to be solved at 
the state level, since the situa- 
tion in each state is different. 
The distribution of water, he 
said, is a problem for national 
land use planning. 
State Geologist Thomas Bev- 
erage suggested legislation to 
make reporting by owners of 
deep wells of ground water 
conditions compulsory. Sub- 
terranean water conditions are 
learned principally through 
such reports, he said.

Home Buyer 
Can Start 
At Age 60 


By ROBERT F. COLL 

WASHINGTON (UP) — Life 
can begin at 60 for the prospec- 
tive home owner under a new 
Government program. 

if you are 60 or over you are 
eligible for liberalized FHA 
mortgages on a new house. And 
for the first time, qualified non- 
profit organizations can build 
epartment-style units especial- 
Jy designed for the elderly with- 
out requiring ‘residents to make 
déwn payments or “founders’ 
fees.” 

“The program was signed into 
law last year. One group-living 
project has already been opened 
on the West Coast. 

The FHA points out that. the 
éfily requirements for an old 
person who wants a new single 
home are that he be able to 


meet his monthly mortgage 
payments and maintain the 
property. 


Needs An Income. 

For the first time the elderly 
may borrow the down payment 
arid closing costs from a mem- 
ber of his family, his employer 
or a charitable organization or 
any other source acceptable to 
the FHA, if he is capable of 
paying it back. 

This means that a person 
over 60 who has a regular in- 
come but not enough cash for 
initial payments still can fi- 
nance a home with the Govern- 
ment-backed FHA mortgage 
without laying out any of his 
own money. 

It also ns the door fer 
group-living projects for the 
elderly through non-profit or- 
ganizations. 

The FHA has listed as likely 
sponsors under the program or- 
ganizations such as churches, 
labor -unions, fraternal lodges, 
veterans groups, or local gov- 
ernments. 

The initial cost to the spon- 
goring agency is 10 per cent of 
the final costs of the group 
project. In addition, such units 
may be built with special facili- 
ties for the elderly like infirm- 

and rooms.

Merchants’ and manufacturers’ tax 
collections, based on sales and value of 
goods held, show neo decline. In fact, 
the city’s receipts last year were some- 
what larger than in 
amounting to $1,202,901 from merchants 
and $2,050,306 from manufacturers. 

But if St. Louis is not dying, heither 
is it growing as fast as it might. To Edwin 
M. Clark, president of Civie Progress and 
head of Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
the city’s showing is disappointing. 

“With all its advantages, 
should be really surging ahead,” he says. 
“Everybody in industry is looking for 
water; we are blessed with plenty of it. 
We have an abundance of power and 
fuel. St. Louis is a natural distributing 
point. It is a rail, highway, air and com- 
munications center. It has schools turn- 
ing out a stream of trained people. 

“These are tremendous assets, but 
somehow we aren't making the most of 
them, The city is not growing as it 


if 


there is little vacant ground left except 
in bits and pieces. 

Within the city lHmits only 1400 open 
acres remain in tracts as large as three 
acres and more than half of these, for 
various reasons, are unsuitable. The 
Chamber of Commerce during a _ two- 
year period received inquiries for indus- 
trial sites aggregating 3100 acres. Most 
of the callers needed sites of at least 
five acres and some wanted several hun- 
dred acres. 


Another big handicap is the obsolete 
design of many old plants here. Multi- 
storied buildings simply. are not suited 
for certain kinds of industrial operations 
these days. What is needed for efficiency 
and economy is a plant where receiving, 
processing, warehousing and shipping can 
be carried out on a single floor or perhaps 
two floors. This requires acreage. 

en Fulton Bag & Cotton Mills 
cl its five-story factory at 217 Cedar 
street last year and transferred the op- 
eration to Kansas City, Kan., it summed 
up the story for many industries in one 
sentence: 

“Tt has been found uneconomical to 
carry on manufacturing operations in 
multi-storied buildings.” 

One-floor operation is particularly im- 
portant for warehousing and it is in ware- 
housing that St. Louis has been hard hit 
by loss of firms and jobs. 

A big warehouse laid out on a single 
level is able to utilize a drag line, a 
mechanism by which carts attached to 
an overhead carriage or to a floor chain 
roll through the plant, bringing erders to 
employes who remain stationary. 

This is the kind of streamlined 'opera- 
tion Riece-Stix needed to maintain its 
competitive position. In its tall buildings 
‘on Washington avenue and Tenth street 
the firm suffered from outmoded handling 
methods and facilities. Not only the plant, 
but the location was bad, with downtown 
traffic congestion hampering movement 
of goods. Every time there was a parade 
—and St. Louis used to have many of 
them—shipping came to a standstill.

Shipments from warehouses today con- 
sist primarily of small fill-in re-orders.

The Teamsters’ Union had won five- 
year guaranteed annual wage contracts 
from Rice-Stix, Ely & Walker, Butler 
Bros. and other companies here. While 
these contracts certainly increased oper- 
ating costs, they were only one of a num- 
ber of factors involved in plant closings. 

Union leaders vehemently deny that 
their demands have driven industry from 
St. Louis. Stressing the inefficiency of 
operations in many old plants here, they 
say that the same piece of goods is han- 
dled “over and over again,” but when they 
point this out to mahagement they are 
told: “That’s none of your business.” 

As evidence that the Teamsters are 
willing to co-operate, the: union points out 
that it agreed in 1954 te forego sched- 
uled pay increases and other benefits in 
order to help Rice-Stix in its fight to 
keep control of the company in St. Louis. 


City Owns Big Tract. 


If large tracts of vacant land were 
available for constructién of modern 
plants, fewer companies would consider 
leaving St. Louis and more new indus- 
try would be coming in. This obvious fact 
has led the Chamber of Commerce to urge 
that Columbia Bottoms be converted into 
a planned industrial district. 


The tract of more than 4000 acres at 
the junction of the Mississippi and the 
Missouri rivers was bought by the city 


tention was to develop a secondary mu- 
nicipal airport there, but this plan has 
been dropped. 

It is believed that Columbia Bottoms 
would provide 2300 acres for industrial 
sites if flood protection measures and 
other improvements were provided. The 
Missouri-Illinois Bi-State Development 
Agency would like to handle the project 
and build a complete river, rail and truck 
terminal, but is confronted by legislative 
obstacles. 

Under its present setup the agency 
finds it difficult to raise capital, for its 
bonds are neither negotiable nor eligible 
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Meanwhile, an engineering firm is 
analyzing the physical problems, financial 
requirements and economic feasibility of 
the Columbia Bottoms project. The Ter- 
minal Railroad Association contributed 
$15,000 to finance the study. 

The possibilities of riverfront land 
have been recognized by G. J. and John 
J. Nooney, developers of the Northland 
shopping center in Jennings. With Wil- 
liam C. Bernard they have organized the 
Conduit Redevelopment Corp. and are 
filling in land that has been subject to 
flooding in north St. Louis. This will 
provide about 300 acres for industrial 
sites in the section paralleling Hall street 
between East Grand avenue and St. Cyr 
road. 


The first improvement in this area is 
the $1,500,000 warehouse built for Hunt 
Foods at the foot of East Prairie avenue. 
The second, now nearing completion, is a 
$300,000 terminal for the Interstate Motor 
Freight System on a five-acre tract at 
East Grand and Hall street. 

The city’s Land Clearance for Rede- 
velopment Authority intends to provide 
“tailored” sites for business and industry 
in the Mill Creek Valley area. Large tracts 
aggregating more than 300 acres are to 
be cleared in the blighted district bounded 
by Twentieth street, Grand boulevard, 
Olive street and the railroad tracks run- 
ning westward from Union Station. 


Meets Specific Needs. 


The agency will determine the specific 
needs of firms and provide land to meet 
them. If, for example, 15 acres in an L 
shape are needed for a factory, the au- 
thority would assemble the property, using 
its power of condemnation if necessary. 
With approval of the Board of Aldermen, 
streets and alleys would be vacated and 
small blocks would be consolidated into 
a few large blocks to promote the rede- 
velopment. 

Ground cleared for the plant would be 
sold to the company at reduced price, the 
Federal Government defraying two-thirds 
of this writedown and the city the other 
third. The 1955 bond issue program allo- 
cated $10,000,000 to finance the city’s par- 
ticipation in such projects. 

The Federal Government has advanced 
$685,000 to finance surveys of the Mill 
Creek Valley and has earmarked $18,413,-

ment. Later the city intends to proceed

The United States Atomie Energy Com- 
mission, similarly in the face of growing 
and scientific opposition, is going for- 
ward with its current “Plumbbob” series 
of atomic weapons tests in Nevada. 
Possibly of even greater long-range sig- 
nificance is another development. A subtle 
change has taken place in the argument 
over radioactive hazards, a dispute that 
continues to split the scientific world. 
The question of radiation hazards now 
concerns mainly weapons tests. Eventually, 
it will involve the safety and economics of 
the entire field of peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. Recent findings indicate that 
wastes from atomic power generating 
plants by 1975 will contain 20 to 40 times 
as much radioactivity as now is produced 
by the bomb tests, to say nothing of the 
possibility of industrial accidents involy- 
ing nuclear energy. 

Until recently, the controversy was 
principally over whether weapons tests at 


present levels were harmful to human 
life. Genetic risks seemed far off, affect- 
ing small percentages of future genera-

AEC Shifts Its Line. 


AEC Commissioner Willard F. Libby, 
who has become the agency's principal 
authority on fallout, said in January 1956 
that “the worldwide health hazards from 
the present rate of testing are insignifi- 
cant.” 


Early this year, the AEC’s official line 
began to change. It began to admit that 
injuries might be experienced in notice- 
able numbers and to emphasize the neces- 
sity of weighing the risks. The shift be- 
came evident last February in a speech 
by Dr. C. W. Shilling, deputy director of 
the Commission's division of biology and 
medicine. He said: “The game we are 
playing with Russia is for enormously 
high stakes and is for keeps. Therefore, 
we must gamble with the probability of 
radiation damage to a few individuals in 
order to secure the survival of the total 
society.” 

Libby's reply last month to Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer, who had warned that further 
nuclear tests would be “a catastrophe for 
the human race,” abandoned the old claim 
that fallout is harmless. “I do not mean to 
say that there is no risk at all,” he wrote, 


But he continued to minimize the dan- 
ger. A person moving from a wooden 
house into a brick house, he wrote, could 
get more radiation exposure than he could 
get from test fallout. He said that the 
Strontium 90 in children’s bones gives 
them only as much radiation as the addi- 
tional dosage a person would get from 
cosmic rays by moving from a beach to 
the top of a hill a few hundred feet high, 
where the atmosphere would be slightly 
thinner. The additional radiation in a 
brick house could come from the natural 
radieactivity in clay in certain parts of 
the country, Libby has explained. 


New Report A Factor. 


The change may stem partly from a 
biologist’s report which has been cir- 
culating among scientists since last De- 
cember and was published last week in 
Science, the weekly publication of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. It is regarded as a mile- 
stone in the study of radiation hazards, 


In the report, Professor E. B. Lewis, 
of the California Institute of Technology, 
describes an analysis of four groups of 
persons who have been exposed to radia- 
tion—survivors of the atomic bomb ex- 
plosions in Hiroshima and Nagasaki, pa- 
tients given X-ray treatments for a spinal 
disease called ankylosing spondylitis, 
children treated with X-ray as infants for 
thymus gland enlargement and radiolo- 
gists. 

In each group, he calculated the inci- 
dence of leukemia, a fatal disease some~- 
times called cancer of the blood in which 
there is overproduction of white blood 
cells, Overexposure to radiation. has long 
been recognized as one of the causes,’ but 
it had been assumed that there was a 
threshold below which there would be no 
detectable increase in leukemia.

Libby Finding Contradicted. 


Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel prize-winning 
chemist, also of the California Institute of 
Technology, extended the calculation to 
the entire world and concluded that 10,- 
000 persons were dying or had died of 
leukemia as a result of nuclear weapons 
tests. He warned last month that the Brit- 
ish tests would result in another 1000 
leukemia deaths. 


The leukemia findings directly contra- 
dict one“of Libby’s most important as- 
sumptions. He assumes that the radiation 
from Strontium 90 is comparable. in bio- 
logical effect to the cosmic rays that get 
through the atmosphere tothe earth's 
surface, Libby then goes on to point out

He suggests that cosmic ray dosage has 
relatively little to do with the leukemia 
rate and that we can have “some assur- 
ance” that a small amount of fallout 
radiation will not cause a detectable in- 
crease in leukemia. 


Strontium 90 and its possible effect as 
a cause of leukemia have attracted much 
scientific attention, but there are other 
fission products and other diseases that 
also are being studied in order to get a 
full understanding of radiation hazards, 

Most important of the other fission 
products are Cesium 137, which has a half 
life of 33 years (compared with Strontium 
90’s 28 years) and Iodine 131, which has a 
half life of only eight days and is impor- 
tant only in the area immediately down- 
wind from a test blast or reactor stack. 

Some of the other diseases and injuries 
that can be caused by heavy doses of 
radiation are bone, lung and thyroid can- 
cer, eye cataracts, temporary sterility and 
congential malformations. 
Lumping all possible pathological ef- 
fects together, Dr, Pauling estimated re- 
cently in a speech at Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis that radiation from nu- 
clear bomb tests that already had been 
conducted by the United States and Rus- 
sia would ultimately cause the deaths of 
about 1,000,000 persons in the world. » 


Wide Range of Estimates. 


As for the genetic effect, the estimates 
vary widely. Dr. Pauling, in his St. Louis 
speech, estimated that bomb tests up to 
this year will cause the birth of 200,000 
seriously defective children in the next 
generation. Libby, on the other hand, pre- 
dicts that the human mutation rate would 
level off at an increase of about two- 
tenths of 1 per cent if the present rate 
of test fallout continued indefinitely. 
This would come to no more than 4000 
in the next generation and not all of 
these could be considered serious de- 
fectives. 

Scientists agree, however, that there is 
no threshold for the genetic effects of 
radiation. They agree that any radiation 
is bad, from a genetic point of view. The 
Lewis findings, ff generally accepted, 
would expand this area of agreement te 
pathological results, as well. , 
Geneticists have been aware for many 
years of the direct relationship between 
radiation exposure and hereditary muta- 
tion. Dr. Hermann J, Muller of the Uni- 
versity of Indiana pioneered in this field 
with his experiments on fruit flies. Siml- 
lar experiments have been performed on 
laboratory mice. But many scientists ques- 
tioned for a time whether these findings 
could be extended to man. 

Evidence of the genetic effect on man 
has been presented by Dr. Stanley H. 
Macht, director of the radiology depart- 
ment at Washington County Hospital, 
Hagerstown, Md., and Dr. Philip S. Law- 
rence of the United States Public Health 
Service. They reported, after a survey 
of 2700 radiologists throughout the coun- 
try, that radiologists had a signiticantly 
higher proportion of abnormal offspring 
than did a eontrol group of physicians 
having other specialties. The difference 
was not great, but it was pointed out that 
most hereditary abnormalities do not show 
up until after the first generation. 

Looking into the future, Dr. H. Bently 
Glass, Johns Hopkins University biologist, 
foresees great new hazards from the 
peaceful applications of atomic energy. 
In a recent speech in New York, he said: 

“The threat to mankind of exposure 
to radiation arising from the peaceful de- 
velopment of atomic energy may out- 
strip not only that from the exposures 
due to weapons ep ahd fallout, but

This is a remarkable situation for a President 
to occupy only six months after the start of a 
second term to which he was elected with a 
smashing plurality of 9,500,000 votes, It is a 
situation that creates sympathy for the Presi- 
dent—-who does, after all, represent to a de 
gree political consensus, A great many Amer- 
icans would like to see Mr. Eisenhower recapture 
the warmth, the spirit and sense of mission 
which they associate with him. They would help 
him do so if they could. 

Is it the President's inability to succeed him- 
self that has undermined his influence and gone 
far to nullify the prestige built up by his re 
election last November? Undoubtedly this is an 
important factor, particularly with the right- 
wing Republicans who have already joined bat- 
tle for control of the party in 1960. But we 
doubt that it is the only factor, and perhaps it is 
not the crucial one. Surely the President could 
overcome the handicap of being a “lame duck” 
by the sheer force of his personal prestige, as 
he undertook to do with the foreign aid speech 
last week. But first he would have to clarify 
his conception of the presidency and of his 
own second-term role.

Much of Mr. Eisenhower's difficulties can be 
traced, we believe, to the incompatible purposes 
he tries to serve. He is trying to be both a 
Republican party leader and a nonpartisan Pres- 
ident. His popularity and prestige are personal 
to him, but he uses them as if they were shared 
with the party. And the Republicans happen 
to be a minority party. 

The American people havé a good deal of 
sympathy with Mr, Eisenhower's effort to con- 
vert his party to what he calls “modern Repubii- 
canism.” But they know that the senior party 
leaders in Congress remain largely unconverted. 

When the President comes out for the re 
election of every Republican, and for the return 
of Republican majorities to both houses, he is 
supporting not only the “modern” Republicans 
but those whe disagree with everything he 
means by this term—Jenner along with Case, 
Knowland with Javits. He thereby automatically 
cuts himself off from Democratic support and at 
the same time exercises real leadership over 
only a minority of the Republicans. As a party 
leader, in other words, he operates from a posi- 
tion of inherent weakness. 

We believe there are two ways to remedy such 
a situation. One is to wage an all-out battle for 
control of the Republican party, and then make 
it a majority party. This means accepting the 
role of political leader in its fullest sense, It 
means using patronage and all ether forms of 
political power to reward friends and punish 
enemies. It means ousting Senator Knowland 
as floor leader, and withholding support from 
candidates who oppose Eisenhower policies. 

. * . 

The alternative is to stop carrying the ball 
for the Republican party, and conduct the presi- 
dency on nonpartisan lines. There is evidence 
that this is what the voters were asking Mr. 
Eisenhower to do when they gave him a Demo- 
cratic Congress to work with. 

In practical terms, such a course would mean 
exerting the leadership of the presidency by di- 
rect personal contact with those Republicans and 
those Democrats who support the broad lines of 
the President's program. It would mean forg- 
ing a temporary and personal coalition for the 
limited purposes of this Administration. It 
would mean bypassing Senator Knowland, Sena- 
tor Bridges, and the other anti-Eisenhower Re- 
publican leaders. And it would mean leaving 
most of the Republicans to worry about their 
own re-election, while the President devoted 
himself to national service. 

The pressures on the President may be such 
as to make such a drastic departure from con- 
ventional political behavior impossible. But it 
seems to us beyond question that he cannot suc 
cessfully act both as a partisan and a nonparti- 
san. If he declines to wage full battle for con- 
trol of his party, the most fruitful alternative 
would be to abandon a dual role which impairs 
his ability to exercise decisive leadership.

A Start Toward Statehood 


Statehood for Alaska has cleared its first con- 
gressional hurdle. A bill that would admit Alas- 
ka to the Union provided Alaskans themselves 
vote for statehood has been approved by a 
House Interior subcommittee, 

While the measure still must get through the 
full Interior committee before reaching the 
House, the fact that it finally is on the move is 
most encouraging. Alaska and Hawaii both have 
been promised statehood by the two major po 
litical parties, and it is high time that the terri- 
tories were able to cash those promises. Solemn 
pledges must have some substance, although 
Alaskans and Hawaiians are not to be blamed 
if they are somewhat skeptical, The record is 
enough to make them that way. 

The House passed a Hawaiian statehood meas- 
ure as long ago as 1947, and in 1950 it passed 
separate bills to admit both Hawaii and Alaska. 
The closest the two territories ever came to 
seeing Democratic and Republican promises 
kept was in 1954. That year the Senate passed 
a joint statehood bill, but the House Rules Com- 
mittee blocked a Senate-House conference that 
might have resulted in admission of one or both 
territories. 

President Eisenhower, who previously had. in- 
dorsed statehood for Hawali, now has given 
conditional approval to Alaska’s rightful aspire- 
tions, Thg President thinks Alaska should be 


- admitted provided safeguards are set up for the 


conduct of defense activities. 


More than six years ago at Denver, however, 


Mr. Eisenhower declared that “quick admission 
of Alaska and Hawaii to statehood will show the 
world that America practices what she preaches.”

Formosa Needs Reassessment 
The riots in which nine Americans were beat-

If the country happens to be 
one such as Formosa, whose ultimate fate is 
most uncertain, a smal] spark can quickly result 
in serious consequences, — 

The spark that led to the riots in Taipei, the 
Nationalist China capital, was struck when a

It is easy to see how in a case of this type 
the people naturally sympathize with the dead 
man and his widow, To make matters worse, the 
verdict was returned just as the United States 
and Nationalist China were about to begin talks 
on a “status of forces” agreement whereby Chi- 
nese courts could try Americans for crimes 
committed off a base and off duty. Ne doubt 
Taipei has felt discriminated against since the 
United States has that agreement with the 
North Atlantie Treaty Organization countries 
and 25 others, including Japan. Had Taipei 
had such a treaty, the trial might have ended 
with Reynolds found guilty. 

One good thing that could come out of this 
touchy and unhappy situation would be a com- 
plete and decisive re-examination of United 
States policy toward Chiang Kai-shek and For- 
mosa. It has been more than three years since 
President Eisenhower said that the loss of For- 
mosa “would create a breach in the island chain 
of the western Pacific that constitutes, for the 
United States and other free nations, the geo- 
graphical backbone of their security structure 
in the Pacific.” Surely President Eisenhower 
would not make that statement today, 

Since then the advances in methods of war- 
fare, particularly in the atomic and missiles 
fields, have made plain that Formosa has lost 
what value it did possess for us. This is em- 
phasized by the pulling out of the Strategie Air 
Command from Okinawa. Yet we go on spend- 
ing $500,000,000 annually in military and eco- 
nomic aid to bolster a force that is twice as large 
as needed for defense of the island. 

Setting up a U.N. trusteeship that would pro- 
tect Formosa for the Formosans, and keep it out 
of either Communist or Western hands, has fre- 
quently been suggested as the best ultimate so- 
lution. Has not the time come to consider that 
plan seriously? 
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Back to Work 

Gov. Blair's criticism of the stalemate in the 
Missouri Legislature may seem mild to voters 
who chose legislators to conduct state business. 

As matters stand, ne business is being con- 
ducted. When the Senate cut House appropria- 
tion bills, the House responded by refusing to 
permit a conference committee to consider all 
appropriations and by demanding that the com- 
mittee consider only the Senate cuts. At this 
point both chambers walked off the job, recess- 
ing until Wednesday, which would be just two 
days before the mandatory end of the session. 
But the Governor asked both houses to return 
to work Monday, and they agreed to do so. Still 
there is little time left. 

We doubt that many Missourians would want 
to contribute $200,000 of needed state money for 
a special session to do a job that was not done 
in five months because two houses were sit- 
ting on their respective dignities. 

The task set for this session was not too diffi- 
cult. Pending a thorough budget study, the leg- 
islators were supposed to hold the line on new 
spending, provide state appropriations for one 
year instead of two, and concentrate on im- 
portant measures that would not increase the 
budget materially. 

Gov. Blair says that if he is compelled to call 
a special session, he will list other measures 
than money bills. One will be his proposal for 
a fire inspection agency. He could also list bills 
for a human rights commission, a stronger driv- 
ers’ license, registration of lobbyists, a spring 
primary date—and other pressing issues which 
this Legislature has been reluctant to face, even 
though they would cost no more money, 

The legislators can save themselves added 
hours and the state money by forgetting rival 
prerogatives and beginning a rush job on 
Monday. 
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Get the 1 Truth About Fal Fallout 


The Joint Congressional Committee on Atom- 
ie Energy, when it opens hearings on radioac- 
tive ‘fallout this week, will confront an extra 
ordinary opportunity for public service, It could, 
of course, simply compound the confusion that 
already exists about the degree of hazard te 
public health from testing of super-nuclear 
weapons. We hope that, instead, it will clarify 
and illuminate the controversy. 

Despite the efforts of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and scientists favorable to its view- 
point to belittle the hazards of fallout, a per- 
sistent and widespread belief exists that the 
public is not getting the whole truth, Partly this 
is due to the fact that some ostensibly reassur- 
ing statements of the AEC spokesmen turn out, 
on elose examination, to mean less ‘than they 
seemed to mean at first sight. Partly it is due 
to the AEC’s record of concealment and evasion, 

One question we hope will be elucidated is the 
theory of strontium-00 fallout advanced by AEC 
Commissioner Willard Libby. He argues that 
only a small amount of strontium-90 fallout is 
sprinkled near the nuclear explosion or at places 
in the same latitude, and that the rest is carried 
into the stratosphere, whence it falls slowly 
and uniformly around the earth. Because of 
this, he argues, the dose at any one locality is 
far below the level of serious hazard. 

But this theory has been challenged by other 
scientists, notably Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel 
prize winner, and U.S. Weather Bureau data are 
reported to indicate that the dosage of stron- 
tium-90 at various points in the United States 
does vary considerably, some localities receiving 
two or three times as much as others. 

So long as responsible scientists like Dr. 
Pauling and Dr. Barry Commoner of St. Louis 
continue to challenge the soothing syrup put 
out by AEC spokesmen, there will be an urt- 
gent need for clarification. We agree with the 
Washtngton Post that the committee ought to 
call foreign as well as American scientists..

Carpet Treatment, Wants to Show

WASHINGTON, May 25. 


OLITICAL CAMPAIGN METHODS, which vary widely from 
country to country, have one end in common—to impress the 
voters that a particular candidate or party can do more 


for the voters’ welfare personally and internationally than the 


opposition. 

The emphasis has usually 
been on promises of personal 
advantages to the voters. The 
international appeal had been 
generally overlooked until 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of 
the German Federal Republic 
landed at Idlewild airport yes- 
terday for an extraordinary 
venture in trans-Atlantic cam- 
paigning for the West German 
elections on Sept. 15. His ob- 
jective is to impress the voters 
of his country that retention 
in power of his Christian Demo- 
cratic union will give free Ger- 
many a greater voice in world 
affairs than if they elect his 
gee ee rival, Erich Ollen- 

auer and the Social Demo- 
cratic party. 

Red Carpet Treatment. 

President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, while publicly avowing 
that they do not interfere in a 
German or any other foreign 
election, will give the 81l-year- 
old statesman the warmest of- 
ficial red carpet treatment that 
protocol will permit. Plans were 
changed so he can ‘spend to- 
morrow afternoon in private 
coriversations with Mr. Eisen- 
hower at the Gettysburg? farm 
and return to Washington with 
him. From Monday through 
Wednesday a heavy schedule of 
talks—to each chamber of Con- 
gress — lunches, dinners and 
conferences has been arranged. 
The American Ambassador to 
Germany, David K. E. Bruce, 
has flown here from Bonn and 
the West German Foreign 
Minister, Heinrich von Bren- 
tano, will be with the chan- 
cellor for any detailed negotia- 
tions, 


In February, Ollenhauer 
came to this country and Can- 
ada, also for electioneering pur- 
poses, He had two objectives— 
first, to impress the German 
voters that he too could talk 
with American officials; and, 
second, to try to convince these 
officials that.a victory of the 
Social Democratic party would 
not entirely reverse the co- 
operation the western powers 
have had from Adenauer. 

Ollenhauer and his party 
were given a polite, official re- 


similarities with the American 
body. It is composed of 506 
members, half elected 

by separate constituencies, and 


by voters who mark their bal- 
lots for a party, which, through 
a complicated system of propor- 
tional representation, puts them 
in office. In effect, the German 
voter casts two ballots, one for 
a candidate and one for a party. 


Victory ... By One Seat. 


In the 1953 election, in which 
86 per cent of the voters took 
part, Adenauer, with his allied 
parties which go by different 
names in different regions, won 
by a single seat. 

The postwar constitution pro- 
vides that even if a current 
government | a vote of 
confidence, it cannot be ousted 
unless the opposition can mus- 
ter a majority of the Bundestag 
to approve not only the pro- 
posed chancellor, but his entire 
slate of cabinet officers. 

In the 1953 election, the 
Social Democrats got only 28 
per cent of the popular vote 
and while they have a slightly 
larger percentage in Bundestag 
members, they have never been 
able to form a coalition with 
other parties large enough to 
take over the Government. 

The Bundesrat, similar to our 
Senate, is elected by the legis- 
latures of the states and does 
not participate in the formation 
of Governments. 


Ollenhauer, 56 years old, who 
succeeded to the leadership of 
the Social Democrats on the 
death of Kurt Schumacher in 
1952, has never been a formid- 
able personal rival of “Der 
Alte,” or “The Old One,” as 
Adenauer is affectionately 
called. 


The German Social Demo- 
crats are more like New Deal- 
ers of the early Roosevelt years 
than the old-line Socialists of 
Anuerin Bevan of the: British 
Labor party. Instead of nation- 
alization of industry, they call 
for its “socialization,” especial- 
ly of the large steel and chem- 
ical works. This seems to call 
for large scale governmental 
economic planning rather than 
government ownership and con- 


ception as the representatives | trol. 


of an opposition party, but re- 
ceived no ‘unusual welcome. 
Whether his visit increased his 
prestige with German voters is 
not known here. His advocacy 
of a neutralized united Germa- 
ny and his proposals for closer 
diplomatic and trade relations 
with Soviet Russia, Red China 
and the satellite countries did 
not increase his stature in the 
eyes of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. 


No Urgent Issues. 


American and German offi- 
cials agree there is no urgent 
international problems to be 
discussed during the Adenauer 
visit. There are the perennial 
questions of the reunification 
of West Germany with Soviet- 
controlled East Germany—the 
No. 1 issue in the present cam- 
‘paign — world disarmament, 
West Germany’s delayed con- 
tribution to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, European 
trade integration and the peace- 
ful use of atomic power. All 
these questions are being de- 
bated in the campaign, but 
what the Adenauer partisans 
will be watching here and ex- 
ploiting in Germany will be the 
degree of enthusiasm which 
President Eisenhower, Dulles 
and other top American offi- 
cials show in their reception of 
Adenauer. 


Social Democratic leaders are 
fearful that American officials 
will repeat their interference of 
the 1953 campaign when Dulles 
said it would be a serious blow 
to pro-Western interests if Ade- 
nauer did not win. This week, 
Fritz Heine, press chief of the 
Social Democrats, warned 
against another direct attempt 
to influence the election and 
said his party “desires to live 
in close and friendly relations 
with the United States.” 


German reunification over- 
shadows all other issues in the 
campaign and Dulles already 
has started his indirect efforts 
to keep Adenauer in office. 
Three times in his press con- 
ference last week, when ques- 
tioned about a demilitarized 
zone in Germany, Dulles em- 
pnasized, “that in anything that 
touched directly upon Germany 
‘and its prospects for reunifica- 
tion, we would act only in the 
closest concept with Chancellor 
Adenauer.” 


A Man of Many Names. 


Adenauer, who has been 
called a German Talleyrand, a 
Teutonic Machiavelli and a 
Twentieth Century Bismarck, is 
running on the slogan of “Peace, 
Justice and Reunification.” He 
has the greatest record of post- 
war achievement of any Euro- 
pean leader and ft is the rec- 
ord of accomplishment and his 
promise to continue it that is

Adenauer, by his iron rule 
which earlier favored the busi- 
ness interests over the labor 
groups, has enabled Germany 
to share in the world os tered 
and, like President Eisenhower

of 12,000,000 refugees from 
Eastern Germany—and the tre- 
mendous increase in industrial 
production. This year, by a bi- 
partisan vote, the legislature 
voted a. new pension plan, said 
‘to be the most liberal and pro- 
gressive in the world. 


Little Capitalists, 


This month Adenauer sharp- 
ened the economic differences 
between the two major parties 
by offering a plan to make the 
workers little capitalists. In- 
stead of further nationalization 
or socialization, Christian Dem- 
ocrats proposed to sell present- 
ly state-owned industries, be- 
ginning with the Volkswagen 
automobile plant, to individual 
investors through low-priced 
bonds. The party leaders also 
advocated more profit-sharing 
by workers in privately-owned 
plants and promised more help 
to people wanting. to buy their 
own homes. 

It is on international issues, 
especially relations with Soviet 
Russia, that the Social Demo- 
crats hope to reduce Adenauer’s 
popularity with the voters. Ger- 
many and Germans i suf- 
fered greatly by their defeats 
in two wars and there is a 
strong undercurrent of “neu- 
tral” sentiment throughout the 
country on which the Social 
Demotrats are trying to capi- 


Adenauer, with the help of 
free world leaders, has been 
able to control this nationalistic 
pacifism and has proved that 
he can meet as an equal with 
Western leaders like President 
Eisenhower, former’.

Formidable Task Ahead.

In 
Texas the designation “Eisen- 
hower Democrat” means ordi- 
narily not the “modern Repub- 
licanism” of the President so 
much as a right-wing position 
opposed to the Democratic or- 
ganization. Anderson was a 
close associate of former Gov. 
Allan Shivers, who in 1952 led 
the movement of Democrats for 
Eisenhower. : 

But whatever his own views, 
Anderson demonstrated an 


one. Earlier, he had been 
named to the Department of 
the Interior’s petroleum coun- 
cil by the then Secretary of 
Interior, Oscar L. Chapman, a 
Truman Fair Dealer. Chapman, 
in private law practice speaks 
warmly today of Anderson’s 
ability and integrity. 

One of his chief qualities is a 
capacity to concentrate, which 
he cultivated when he was in 
high school in Johnson county, 
Texas. He worked his way 
through the Weatherford (Tex.), 
junior college by the time he 
was 17 and then took off three 
years to teach at the Burleson 
high school to earn money to 
study law at the University of 
Texas. The story was that he 
entered law school with only 
trousers and a sweater—no suit 
—but his mother says this is not 
true. He did have one suit. 


Entering law school in 1930, 
Anderson went winter and sum- 
mer for 27 months until he was 
graduated. In his last term he 
asked for permission to skip 
classes and just take the ex- 
aminations so that he could 
campaign for a seat in the Texas 
Legislature. The first reaction 
was an emphatic “no” until the 
dean discovered that Anderson's 
grades were a point or two 
higher than anyone had achieved 
up to that time. 

“I did have to choose rather 
odd hours for study,” Anderson 
has said of that interlude. 
“Usually it was around 4 a.m. 
after a day of campaigning.” 

Graduated and Elected. 

He was graduated from law 
school and elected to the Legis- 
lature on the same August day 
in 1932 at the age of 22. His 
grades were the highest of any 
graduate up to that point. He 
opened a law practice in Fort 
Worth and the next year be- 
came an assistant attorney gen- 
eral and in 1936 was made chair- 


‘| man of the Texas Unemploy- 


ment Commission. With the pas- 
sage of the Federal Social Se- 
curity Act Anderson, at the age 
of 26, was responsible for set- 
ting up the Texas unemploy- 
ment compensation system and 
machinery to implement the 
federal law.

|} ALGER HISS has had his day in 
, court, has been convicted of perjury and 
, has served his prison sentence. In 
, ordinary circumstances this would have 
, settled the matter. The Hiss case, how- 
, @ver, was far from ordinary. From its 
_ inception it was a political cause celebre 
_ and its consequences have extended far 
beyond the personal fortunes of Hiss or 
of his accuser Whittaker Chambers. 


| It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the case is still being argued or that 
| Hiss himself, who charges that he is the 
_ Victim of a conspiracy, should be mak- 
ing further efforts to alter the verdict 
of the courts and of public opinion in his 
favor. This effort has taken the form 
of a book called “In the Court of Public 
Opinion,” which re-examines the case 
from its beginning in the hearings of the 
Congressional Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities. Most of the evidence 
used in his argument may be found in 
the records of congressional hearings, 
the two Hiss trials and subsequent ap- 
peals from the final verdict of the jury. 
Some new evidence is advanced, how- 
ever, and it bears on a critical matter. 


It is unlikely that most readers of this 
review will be ignorant of the Hiss case. 
For the rare exception let it be said that 
Alger Hiss, a former assistant in 
the United States State Department was 
charged with being a Communist and a 
spy for the Russian Government by 
Whittaker Chambers. The accuser was 
himself an admitted ex-spy for Russia. 
The train of events started on April 1948 
by a congressional hearing of this charge ‘ 
led to the indictment of Hiss, on two 
counts, for perjury. He had sworn (1) 
that he had never given any government 
documents to Whittaker Chambers as 
charged and (2) that he had not seen 
Chambers after Jan. 1, 1937. The jury 
at the second trial decided that he had 
perjured himself in both instances. 


CHAMBERS was the chief witness 
against Hiss and his statement that Hiss 
had given him government papers, which 
were produced in evidence, was critical 
to the government’s case. So to cor- 
roborate it the prosecution offered an 
expert on documents who testified that 
papers admittedly typed by Mrs. Pris- 
cilla Hiss, and the documents which 
Chambers said he obtained from Hiss, 
were written by the same typewriter—a 
Woodstock model that Mrs. Hiss had 
owned. He also said that the typing was 
the same as in manuscripts proved to 
have been typed by Mrs. Hiss. 


This crucial evidence is now chal- 


‘ Jenged in Hiss’s book by the findings of 


three other experts retained by counsel 


- for Hiss. They are Mrs. Evelyn S. Ehr- 


lich, a specialist in the use of photo- 
micrography to detect printed forgeries, 
Miss Elizabeth McCarthy, an expert in 
the examination of questioned docu- 
ments and Dr. Daniel P. Norman, an ex- 
pert on physical and chemical analysis 


of paper, metals and other materials. 
The substance of their findings were 
(1) that the documents which Chambers 
said he got from Hiss were not typed 
by one person but by two or more; 
(2) that Mrs. Priscilla Hiss did not type 
any of them; (3) that neither Priscilla 
Hiss nor Alger Hiss made the notations 
on the documents at issue and (4) that 
the typewriter brought into court was 
not the same machine the Hisses had 
owned and was probably a forgery. 
THIS EVIDENCE was never sub- 
mitted to a jury. Judge Henry W. God- 
dard, the trial judge who heard the mo- 
tion for a new trial, ruled that this and 
other new evidence were not weighty 
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IN THE COURT OF PUBLIC OPINION,

enough to bring about an acquittal if it 
were heard by a jury. 

. Hiss claims, of course, that Judge 
Goddard made a mistake; and the juror 
in the court of public opinion can decide 
for himself which expert testimony 
seems more plausible. 

Another important item in the newly 
argued Hiss defense concerns the time 
when Whittaker Chambers left the Com- 
munist party. Chambers himself swore 
that he translated a book for the Oxford 
University Press after he had re- 
nounced Communism and his career as 
an underground agent. In testifying on 
this subject Chambers fixed three dif- 
ferent dates for the break, the last being 
about April 15, 1938. This was consist-

ent with his statement that he had re- 
ceived State Department documents 
from Hiss as late as April 1, 1938, which 
date also appeared on the documents in 
question. 

The Hiss book undertakes to prove 
that Chambers had actually left the 
Communist party well before April 1, 
1938. An affidavit by Paul Will vice 
president of the Oxford University 
says that he discussed the translation 
with Chambers about Jan. 1, 1938, and 
that during this conversation “Cham- 
bers expressed violently anti-Communist 
views and explained to me that he was 
in fear of his life as he was being 
hunted by the G.P.U. He gave me the 


impression of being hysterical and suf- - 


fering from persecution mania.” Hiss 
also cites correspondence in the files of 
the Oxford Press to show that the last 
batch of material to be translated was 
received by Chambers in March. 


ALL OFTHE EVIDENCE relating 
to Chambers’s work for the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press is new; that is, it was not 
discovered until after the Hiss appeals 
for a new trial had been rejected. If 
accepted as true it would refute Cham- 
bers’s story that he had received docu- 
ments from Hiss as late as April 1938. 

A third important allegation made by 
Hiss in his book is that his second trial 
was conducted in an atmosphere that 
made a fair hearing impossible. The first 
Hiss trial resulted in an 8 to 4 vote for 
conviction. The four jurors who favored 
acquittal received anonymous notes and 
telephone calls accusing them of Com- 
munist sympathies and threatening their 
safety. Moreover, Judge Samuel H. 
Kaufman who presided over the trial 
Was accused by several newspaper writ- 
ers and members of Congress with being 
“prejudiced” and “unfit to serve on the 
bench” and one member of Congress 
proposed that Kaufman should be im- 
peached. All of this was widely pub- 
lished in the press. Hiss’s counsel there- 
upon asked for a change of venue which 
was refused. 


THE FOREGOING represents what 
seems to me the crucial points of Hiss’s 
appeal to the “court of public opinion.” 
His argument is much more exhaustive, 
however, than any summary could indi- 
cate for it embraces practically every- 
thing in the record that might be con- 
sidered relevant. 

My reactions in reading this book are 
much the same as when I examined 
other documents pertaining to the Hiss 
case, including the Whittaker Chambers 
book, “Witness.” I had an uneasy feel- 
ing that neither the prosecution nor the 
defense had a good case and that the 
whole truth had not yet been revealed. 
A juror in such conditions would ask for 
a redefinition of “reasonable doubt.” It 
is to be hoped that further information 
about this celebrated cayse may still be 
forthcoming and that it will lead all fair- 
minded men toa state of moral certainty. 


The. Intellectual and the Future 


Question Is Posed: Will He Wither Away?

IN ACCEPTING THE REPUB- 
LICAN nomination to campaign for 
the presidency a second time, Mr. Eisen- 
hower, at the risk of blurring his stereo- 
typed public image of conventionality, 
indulged in a rare literary reference 
and quoted Henrik Ibsen’s letter of Jan. 
3, 1882, to George Brandes: “I hold that 
that man is in the right who is most 
closely in league with the future.” With 
this phrase Mr. Eisenhower, deliberately 
or accidentally, assumed the historically 
sanctioned posture of intellectuals. 


For intellectuals traditionally have ra- 
tionalized and justified their vagaries 
precisely on the grounds that they were 
“in league with the future.” Vilified for 
beliefs or ridiculed for literary and 
artistic innovations, intellectuals, like 
the devoutly religious who are confident 
of their rewards in the Kingdom of 
Heaven, have maintained faith in the 
“proof” of history. 


Now the irony of this is that while 
Mr. Eisenhower associates himself with 
those “in league with the future,” the 
contemporary intellectual has lost his 
claim on the future. It is my thesis that 
the intellectual is isolated from the main 
currents of social change, and that he 
is incapable of comprehending or inter- 
preting present directions of change. 
His predictions in the past were not al- 
ways right, but they were plausible. 
Today, thanks to the wholly unprece- 
dented transformations wrought by sci- 
ence and technology, he lacks the ele- 
mentary and indispensable prerequisites 

for making “league with the future.” 


WHEN I CONCLUDE that the 


| hook of intellectuals into the future has 


slipped, I of course employ the term 
“intellectuals” in a limited sense. I do 


, not include the heterogeneous group of 


trained personnel, such as engineers, 


, military officers, physicists and chem- 


ists, who are Jumped together under the 


rubic intelligentsia by Soviet Commu- 
nists. I am trying to identify primarily

the conventional men of words who set 
themselves up as poets, philosophers, 
historians, teachers of literature—writers 
of what H. L. Mencken used to call 
novelists, verbal in- 
terpreters of the social scene. 

Let us take warfare and armed forces, 
for example. Need one be a literary 
scholar of medieval combat or a student 

~of Tolstoy in order to appreciate the 
‘sources of inspiration which intellectuals 
have discovered on the battlefield? As 
late as World War I, perceptive intellec- 
tuals did not find the techniques of 
battle beyond their capacities for analy- 
sis and interpretation, as Hemingway, 
Barbusse, Remarque, Dos Passos and e. 
e. cummings—to name only a few—con- 
vincingly demonstrated. 
However, World War II already placed

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beyond the range of the intellectual. 
The plain truth is that one of the best 
books about the American Army pub- 
lished since World War II is about the 
peacetime, pre-Pearl Harbor Army! 
I mean James Jones’s “From Here to 
Eternity.” 


THE GULF between contemporary 
warfare and the intellectual, I suggest, 
is unbridgeable. The intellectual cannot 
master the technical knowledge required 
to understand the conduct of warfare by 
means of atomic bombs, thermonuclear 
weapons and intercontinental missiles. 
In fact, his familiar moral and psycho- 
logical categories—courage and. coward- 
ice, bravery and fear—have been extin- 
guished by the nature of warfare. How 
does one conform to, or deviate from, a 
literary image of model military be- 
havior when he kills his enemy by pour- 
ing the contents of one test tube into 
another test tube at a distance of more 
than 3000 miles? Would William James 
advocate a moral equivalent for the 
atomic reactor today? 

Or take industry and technology. The 
factory system and large-scale industry 
which superseded feudalism produced 
no insurmountable technical obstacles to 
imaginative, descriptive and analytical 
works by intellectuals, The nineteenth 
century was densely populated with 
novelists, essayists, utopians, social phi- 
losophers, assorted ‘reformers, self-pro- 
claimed scientists of society, and vision- 
aries who observed the new industrial 
society, confidently generalized its con- 
sequences and identified themselves 
with projects and doctrines they be- 
lieved would supplant it. 

During the first four decades of the 
twentieth century, the technology which 
spawned business man and worker and 
research scientist still was not out of 
reach for the tenacious intellectual. 
Dreiser may have been as syntactically 
deficient as the literary critics insist, but 
he could perceive the American busi- 


ness man beyond the boundaries of an 


executive suite. And as unsubtle as he 
may have been, Sinclair Lewis did not 
find it necessary to ignore the technical, 
professional, specialized problems of 
Dr. Arrowsmith. 

WE NOW SQUIRM or sneer at the 
lack of sophistication in the so-called 
“proletarian literature” 
But the inteMectual polemics of that 
decade, which from our current per- 
spective appear as obtuse and remote 
as some of the medieval quarrels, never- 
theless reflected an intensity of concern 
for identification with the future for 
which there is no counterpart in today’s 
intellectual life.

But how can the intellectual cope with 
today’s new industrial developments in 
their functional realities? His technical 
incompetence paralyzes his capacity for 
insight. As novelist, therefore, he 
ignores the dynamic economy which he 
cannot fathom and writes reminiscences 
of archaic politicians (“The Last Hur- 
rah”), or toys. with simplistic formulas 
of political behavior (“The Ninth 
Wave”), or reverts to the fringe world 
of vice and perversion (“A Walk on the 
Wild Side’), or ponders the ancient be- 
havior of Chinese riverboat people (“A 
Single Pebble”’). 


Or glance at the state of academic life 
—if you can stand the sight of carnage. 
Professors of literature and philosophy 
virtually have abandoned the struggle 
to maintain a grip on the future. They 
can only gape in admiration and envy 
as the financial support rolls in for their 
colleagues in the natural sciences (who 
so conspicuously and unceremoniously 
shape the future). With their faith 
shaken in the durable significance of 
their subject matter, teachers of litera- 
ture now grasp at the straw of admin- 
istration to save them from sinking fur- 
ther into the sea of irrelevancy. 


AND WHAT of the social scientists? 
In a mood of hysteria and panic they 
cling to their semantic hold on science 
and thus hope to avoid the fate of col- 
leagues in literature and philosophy. 
Confusing form for content, they assume 
that resort to the forms of the calculat- 
ing machine, the questionnaire, the in- 
terview, and the quantified formula in- 
deed will enable them to travel toward 
the future with the natural scientists and 
engineers rather than toward oblivion 
with their non-scientific colleagues. 


As aconsequence, in intervals between 
plotting raids on philanthropic founda- 
tions, social scientists watch the IBM 
machines process their punch cards with 
the anxious fascination of superstitious 
customers awaiting the interpretation 
of a deck of cards by a wandering gypsy. 


YET IT SHOULD be acknowledged 
_ that economically, the intellectual is bet- 


ter fed, better housed and more elegantly 
pampered than ever before. Despite the 
post-World War II vogue for things 
Italian, no cult of exile (or exile’s re- 
turn), such as followed World War I, 
has developed. With his visions blocked 
by a massive wall of technology, science, 
mathematics and expertness, which he is 
unable to penetrate, however, he stares 
blindly into the future and, with less 
complacency than Milton, can only stand 
and wait. Perhaps what Engels said of 
the state may be said of the intellectual: 
he will not be abolished: he will wither 
away. The intellectual is no-longer a 
man without a country. But he may be 
a man without a future. And if he is 
not in league with the future, can he 


be right? 


Too Easy Fame 


Diana Barrymore's Stor'y 


TOO MUCH, TOO SOON, by Diana’ Barrymore and Gerold 
Frank. (Henry Holt, 380 pgs., $3.95.)

THERE ARE BOOKS that hurt one as he reads, just 
as personally experienced sorrow hurts. A great portion of 
“Too Much, Too Soon” hurts as Diana Barrymore tells frankly 
of her father, John Barrymore, and her mother, Michael 
Strange, of their life together, their divorce, and of her child- 
hood, tempestuous, dramatic, but above all, lonely. She sug- 
gests that her own life would be difficult. And difficult it 


was, indeed. 


There are poignant moments like those when, in school, 
she told highly imaginative tales about her visits with her 
father whom her mother had forbidden her to see, or when, 
tired of dressing prudishly in her mother’s made-over dresses, 
she appeared at a party in a most undecorous dress she had 
borrowed and so shocked one of her elders, that she was 
requested to remove the dress and to don one more appro- 
priate, or when as a young girl, after being happy on a rare 
visit to her father, he shocked her by insisting that she 
summon a call girl to be with him when she left.’ 

There are times when one sympathizes with her as when 
she tells of being in love with a young man and believing he 
was in love with her, only to read of his engagement. As she 
tells of her marriages, one comes to the conclusion that she 
simply could not judge men; but sympathy is again kindled 
as she tells of the death of her half-brother and of Michael 
Strange’s amazing actions after the death. 

THE REAL AND :THE UNREAL, life and fiction, 
facing life and dramatizing it were so intermingled in the lives 
of Diana and her parents and brothers, that one wonders how 
they managed to have the little calm and peace they had. 
As Miss Barrymore tells of her Aunt Ethel and her Uncle 
Lionel, the reader receives welcomed pictures of this highly 


talented and emotional family. 


But the story of “Too Much, Too Soon” is not the story of 
the Barrymores; it is the account of a young girl’s too easily 
won fame, how she won it, and how she lost it, and also 
almost destroyed herself too. It closes with her determination 
to come back. This reviewer believes she can and will. 

The one flaw in this book is at times the tendency to sum- 
marize situations and to crave indulgence for mistakes made. 
These seem to be additions made by Miss Barrymore's collab- 
orator, The book, an engrossing one, would be infinitely 


stronger without such passages.

IT I8 A FAIR guess that 
when the average A 

tourist visits the state of Utah 
and Salt Lake City its capital 
and gives any thought at all to 
what he sees, he comes away 
with ideas that aré pretty 
well mixed up. He arrives 
there of course with the 
knowledge that he has come 


to the home of the Mormons, . 


and the name ill signify for 
him chiefly a nineteenth 
century sect of religious 
fanatics founded by Joseph 
Smith who were led out to 
Utah in an adventurous exo- 
dus by that prophet’s suc- 
cessor, Brigham Young. 

He may be able to give the 
sect its full name, which is 
the Church of the Latter-Day 
Saints, and he will certainly 
think of it as a sect noted 
mainly for its practice of 
poligamy and for the con- 
stant difficulties it had dur- 
ing its troubled history with 
state and federal authorities. 

While in Salt Lake City he 
will be shown the White 
House, the Lion House and 
the Beehive House, all three 
residences ef Brigham Young, 
and he will take due note of 
the fact that Brigham re- 
quired three residences be- 
cause he had 24 wives and 
an untold number of chil- 
dren. The Lion House’s 20 
gables will be explained to 
him: each one marks an 
apartment occupied by one 
of the wives. And he will re- 
ceive this information with a 
snicker or a loud guffaw. 


BUT THEN he will see 
other things too, which will 
produce a quite different re- 
action.” He will observe, to 
begin with, what a very fine 
and spacious city it is, He 
will admire its splendid wide 
boulevards. He will see many 
impressive monuments of fine 
design, whose meaning how- 
ever will be lost upon him, 
He will see on every hand 
evidences of a wealthy, cul- 
tured, progressive community, 

In short, he will find him- 
self gaining impressions com- 
pletely at variance with his 
mental furnishings when he 
arrived. And mayhe the end 
result of his visit will be to

Which brings us to Mr. 
West’s book, for it fills the 
bill admirably, giving a com- 
plete account of the Mormons 
from the founding of the 
church in 1830, 

The author was himself 
once a Mormon, being raised 
as one in Utah, and though he 
has discarded his Mormon 
faith he has retained his sym- 
pathetic attitude. His ap- 
proach, however, is objective. 
He has sought to elucidate 
the truth from the various 
conflicting accounts, and his 
tone throughout is neutral. 
His narrative has the one 
weakness of being rather flat; 
it never rises to any height 
even when he is telling the 
stirring saga of the Western 
trek. 

THE MISSOURI chap- 
ter in the Mormon history is, 
of course, of special interest 
to Missourians, Mormons set- 
tled first in Jackson county. 
When they were expelled 
from there they moved into 
the adjoining counties, Cald- 


well and Daviess (spelled here 


developed between them 
and their gentile neighbors 
Gov. Eggs the «n- 
tire Missouri militia to pre- 
ceed to their extermination. 

Several pages of Mr, West's

But when Joseph Smith be- 
gan both to teach and to 
practice this the popular re- 
action was extremely fierce, 
resulting in his murder and

throughout its 127 years the 
gentiles have confidently pre- 
dicted the end of Mormonism. 
They did so when Brigham 
Young died in 1877, for the 
assumption was made that 
Mormonism was dependent 
on the personalities of its 
two great leaders, Brigham 
and Joseph. Severe anti- 
polygamy legislation was 
then passed by Congress, 
which it was expected would 
surely destroy the Church. It 
put a stop to the polygamy, 
but the church continued to 
grow and to flourish, as it 
does to this day, when its ad- 
herents number 1,300,000. 

Mr. West's book will help 
the reader to understand how 
this can be so, It is a wel- 
come relief to read his care- 
ful and scholarly account of 
a movement which has too 
long been treated as a sub- 
ject either for jest and ridi- 
cule or for bitter denuncia- 
tion.. For, after all, it does 
contain one of the genuine 
epic chapters of American 
history. 
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The Hyde Park Area Revisited 


Its Restoration Gives Full Play to Earlier St. Louis Style

FOR CITY-DWELLERS, it isa 
familiar and sadly characteristic story 
~—the return to the old neighborhood, 
the eager search for landmarks, the 
hagrined 


What a surprise, then, is in store for 
former residents of the Hyde Park vi- 
cinity who, after long absence, explore 
again that mellow section of North St. 
Louis! There, the story is the other way 
around. A once blowzy neighborhood, 
displaying all the symptoms of a slum 
in the making, has triumphantly pulled 
itself out of the dumps. 


In doing this, the Hyde Park neigh- 
borhood has not glossed over old dwell- 
ings with imitation materials, nor given 
its stores the glass block treatment. The 
rehabilitation process has been in keep- 
ing with the original character of the 
neighborhood. This character, estab- 
lished before the turn of the century, 
was that of a quiet, solid community of 
substantial but unpretentious homes, 
spaced about the small park that gives 
the area its name, served by a cluster 
of stores on and near Salisbury street 
and infused with Gemutlichkeit through 
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Part of row-house structure at Bremen and Blair avenues, restored in origi- 


the facilities of the North St, Louis Tur- 
ners Hall, 


FOR ONE WINTER, back when 


“The Rose of No-Man’s Land” was being . 


heard on just about everybody's player- 
piano, this writer lived in the Hyde Park 
area, then well advanced in its long 
period of decay. From the point of 
view of a third-grader, just arrived from 
an uncomplicated small town, the sec- 
tion was one of surprisés and contradic- 
tions. ‘ 

On the icy November day that we 
moved in, I sauntered down Salisbury 
street on a tour of inspection, and came 
upon my first impression of the neigh- 
borhood—a housewife scrubbing her 
front stone steps. Her wet hands were 
blue with the cold, but the steps were 
white, 

The building next to this scene of 
tidiness and self-discipline was a saloon, 
as liquor-dispensing establishments were 
called in those days, and as I came 
hearly abreast of a side door with a 
Stained glass panel, a customer came 
sailing through the panel, landing prac- 
tically at my féet. He lay on the side- 
walk for a moment, dazed and bleeding, 
then picked himself up with a tinkle of 
tinted glass, and shambled off. 

From this point to the corner of Ninth 
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nal style of mellow brick, mansard roof, squared gables. 


street was another 20 feet or so, plenty 
of space and time for still another epi- 
sode in my introduction to the full life 
of the teeming Hyde Park area. At the 
corner, I heard the sound of oncoming 
hoofbeats, and what to my wondering 
eye should appear but a herd of cattle 
being moseyed along Ninth street by 
several horsemen, en route to McKinley 
bridge and the East Side stockyards. 
This, it developed, was an almost daily 
diversion in our old neighborhood. 
THE HYDE PARK AREA had 
flavor, but in the interval between world 
wars this was a mixture of order and 
disorder—the attractive period-piece 
brick houses with mansard roofs, im- 
maculately curtained windows and neat 
yards, and the numerous shabby flats, 
row houses, tenement dwellings and 
even shacks built in the back yards of 
earlier houses to provide more housing 
on the same ground space. One or the 
other had to prevail. 

The 1955 bond issue set up $4,000,000 
to rehabilitate 22 neighborhoods that 
the City Plan Commission designated as 
blighted but where buildings were still 
sound. The South Side Cherokee dis- 
trict and the North Side Hyde Park dis- 
trict were selected as pilot projects. 
Community councils were formed to en- 
list voluntary co-operation, and the 
city’s Minimum Housing Standards Or- 
dinance was available to enforce repairs, 
if necessary. 

Old sheds, outside toilets and crum- 
bling ashpits began to disappear. Tuck- 
pointers, plasterers, electricians, plumb- 
ers, carpenters and cement workers 
moved in. Some householders had mis- 
givings about planting shrubs and flow- 
ers because youngsters had been known 
to tear them out. So the Community 
Council distributed seeds and plants 
among school children, and last Arbor 
Day the children did a good deal of 
planting. Now they too have a stake 
in the neighborhood, 

MY RETURN VISIT just the 
other day was the first tour on foot 
since we had left the Hyde Park section, 
and the change was almost unbelievable. 
The authentic charm of fine old houses 
stands out in attractively planted set- 
tings. The streets and alleys are in 
excellent repair and are swept clean. 
Heavy traffic is detoured around the 
area, and some streets are soon to be 
closed off to make more play space. 

Similarities to the Georgetown section 
of Washington, D.C., immediately sug- 
gest themselves, insofar as the worth of 
city architecture of an older period has 
been recognized and given deserved 
prominence. The difference is that 
around Hyde Park, the transformation 
was made by modest investments—the 
top around $4000, the average about 
$400—and by many of the residents 
doing the work themselves. 

The once neglected row houses of Bre- 
men and Blair avenues are Exhibit A, 
Now co-operatively owned and beauti- 
fully restored with the pleasing orig- 
inal style intact, they stand as an ex- 
ample of what can and should be done 
with many more of this city’s older 
dwellings.

‘“‘THY NECESSITY is yet greater 
than mine.” With these words, known 
to every schoolboy, the great and gallant 
Sir Philip Sidney was long supposed to 
have rejected @ bottle of water after he 
received his mortal wound at Zutphen, 
and directed that the water be given to 
a dying soldier. The famous battlefield 
incident never happened, but Washing- 
ton University’s scholar of the English 
renaissance period, William A. Ringler 
Jr., considers .the legend entirely con- 
sistent with Sidney’s character. 

Ringler, 45-year-old professor of Eng- 
lish, is one of six St. Louis teachers and 
artists who won fellowship grants from 
the John Simon Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation last April. Five will travel 
to Europe, two of them for the first 
time. Their projects are varied and 
sometimes, to the layman, a bit recon- 
dite. In each instance, they were se- 
lected as men who had “demonstrated 
the highest capacity for original scholar- 
ly research and artistic creation.” 

For Ringler, it was the second alloca- 
tion of funds from the Guggenheim min- 
ing empire fortune. He will leave in 
June with his wife and three small chil- 
dren to spend 15 months in England, 
finishing up a project that started with 
a previous Guggenheim award in 1947- 
1948, and launching another. He will 
see through the presses his critical edi- 
tion of the complete poetical works of 
Sir Philip Sidney, amounting to one fat 
volume, and gather material for a his- 
tory of Tudor poetry he plans to write. 

Sidney, of course, was an Elizabethan 
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chand, assistant professor of German at 
Washington University. Father Burrus, 
who has served as on-the-grounds agent 
in Rome for microfilming of Vatican 
documents for the Pius XII Memorial 
Library here, has a two-year, $5000 
award for study of documents relating 
to Latin American history. He has al- 
ready left St. Louis. 

Marchand, who is only 30, will be a 
visiting lecturer at Harvard in thé fall 
term. In February, he and his wife and 
three children will go to Munich, Ger- 
many. The library there, the Bayrische 
Staats-Bibliothek, is a major repository 
for Old High German manuscripts, the 
sort produced in German monasteries 
between 789 and 1060 A.D. Marchand 
will test a theory for dating such manu- 
scripts, some of which are of undeter- 
mined antiquity.

nineteenth and twentieth century novels, 
with particular emphasis on the emo- 
tional impact of modern science on the 
literary mind.

THE SIXTH GUGGENHEIM

son, 59, is internationally known as a 
geneticist and has made brilliant forays 
into other scientific fields. His was one 
of about 10 senior grants made this 
year. 

While continuing to teach the second 
semester of each year at the university, 
and perform duties at the garden, An- 
derson will leave St. Louis for intermit- 
tent periods to work at Princeton and 
elsewhere on a new method he has 
evolved for obtaining valid conclusions 
from complex statistical data. He will 
travel to Colombia, and possibly to 
Ethiopia. 

It is a method Anderson developed in 
the study of plant variations that occur 
in nature, with emphasis on the light 
these processes throw on evolutionary 
change. He describes it as 4 technique 
for “measuring several things at once— 
a way of getting into messy problems.” 

Anderson won a Guggenheim award 
in the early 1940s for work in California 
and Mexico. Until about a year ago, he 
was on the five-member committee of se- 
lection of the Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation. He is now a referee in 
genetics, appraising applications in that 
science.

THE DAVE BRUBECK QUARTET performs eight Bru- 
beck originals in “Jazz Impressions of the U.S.A.” These com- 
positions, as Brubeck says in the album notes, were inspired by 
various sights and sounds encountered while on tour. “Curtain 
Time,” for instance, is a sketch of excitement on Broadway; 
“Yonder for Two” is conceived as a tribute to early New 
Orleans jazz musicians; “Sounds of the Loop” has Drummer Joe 


, Morello recalling the clanging of Chicago's El trains and rush- 


hour hubbub. Brubeck’'s piano work is as highly imaginative 
as usual, and Paul Desmond, the alto saxophonist, continues 
his impressive playing. (Columbia, 12-inch LP.) 


DOLF VAN DER LINDEN, regarded as the leading popu- 
lar music conductor in The Netherlands, is gaining favor in 
this country for his recordings of listening music. For at least 
three of his records now available he employs the same 560- 
piece orchestra that broadcasts daily over Radio Hilversum, 
government station of The Netherlands. A trademark is the 
close harmony written by Van der Linden for his 30 violins. 
“Sensuous strings” they are called on the jackets of “Onge- 
trouwd Man Kamer!” (translated “Music for a Bachelor Apart- 
ment”) and “Dutch Sax,” which features alto-saxophone solos 
by Cees Verschoor. Admiration of both the maestro. and his 
soloist for Duke Ellington is evident on both of these Capitol 
12-inch LPs.

A LARGE STRING-LADEN orchestra accompanies Tenor-

and his tone is as big and moving as ever, Also he shows un- 
flagging respect for melody instead of getting lost on improvi- 
sational detours.

“THIS IS GOING to be a better country in every way 
for the musical artist!” declares Hy Faine confidently. 

“There'll be more support from the federal government, 
state and city, and more from the corporations, like NBC with 
its touring opera company. 

“Of course it isn’t getting on as fast as we should like, but 
it's a lot better than ever before.” 

Hy Faine knows because he is right in the middle, in the 
middle of artist, manager and contract, in the middle of past, 
present and future. He is Hyman R. Faine, national executive 
secretary of AGMA, the American Guild of Musical Artists. 

“I see many of the work contracts under which the visiting 
European does his job, and of them all, French, English or 
any other, I have never seen one so good as ours.” 


“IT STARTED 21 years ago,” he continues, “when peo- 
ple of the stature of Lily Pons, Rosa Ponselle, Grace Moore, 
James Melton, Mischa Elman, Jascha Heifetz and Albert 
Spalding were obliged to confess to themselves that, big 
names though they were, opera and concert management was 
bigger. It wasn’t that they were shoved around, but they 
suspected they could be.” 

“Lawrence Tibbett likes to tell,” Faine recalls, “of the days 
when in one year he kicked back to the Metropolitan Opera 
more money in fees for being allowed by the Met to sing 
outside its hallowed hall than the Met paid him to sing in- 
side.” 

That was because of Clause 12: the Met made an artist 
cross his heart and hope to die if he ever appeared outside 
without Met permission and without coughing up a percentage. 

AGMA fixed that, though only partly. Now the Met takes 
no fee but doesn’t let the artist sing if it doesn’t wish to. 
There was the recent case of Richard Tucker who signed up 
for a TV show on his own but abandoned it at the insistence 
of the Met, which had a role for him in one of its own TV 
programs, <«° + 
IN JUNE AGMA celebrates the twentieth anniversary of 
its formal affiliation with the Actors and Artists 
of America, the FOUR A's, an AFL union, It has jurisdiction 
over concert and opera singers, instrumental soloists, dancers, 
stage directors and managers. 

What does it do for them? It is manager, lawyer, spokes- 
man, guardian and on occasion Dutch Uncle to speak sternly 
to erring members who jeopardize the organization’s good 
name or their associates’ professional prospects. 

It signed a contract with New York City Opera last fall 
just about a matter of minutes before the rise of the first 
curtain, Faine says. It bickered with Met Manager Bing 
through a long hot summer to sec new benefits. - 

The outfit, according to Faine, n points to such accom- 
plishments as these: «¥ 
MINIMUM PAY for average singer or dancer up 100 
per cent in 20 years; pay for rehearsals; sickness benefits; 
insurance against injury on tour; guarantees that allow no 
individual or group to be stranded out in the sticks; jobless 
insurance and Social Security; in some cases severance and 
retirement allowances; travel schedules that cause no undue 
hardship, 

“What we most want,” Faine says, “is continuity of employ- 
ment. If we have a membership of 3000, I estimate that only 
half of them have enough work in a year to earn their livings. 

“To better their conditions, we must put up our arguments 

not with a great rich corporation like an auto manufacturer, 
but with a concert or opera management that can almost never 
meet its bills. About 90 per cent of the groups we negotiate 
with are deficit groups. So we do what we can, though in the 
long run the public must help the artist.” 
ONE TOPIC for the panel discussions scheduled here June 
10 to 12 is “The concert artist's need for a growing public.” 
Among speakers at the various sessions will be Agnes de 
Mille, Resnik, Norman Dello Jolo and Roland Hayes.

Classical Records

IRELAND has produced some of the most beautiful of the 
world’s folk music but no Irish composer has ever written an 
important opera, symphony or chamber work. It is more than 
ordinarily interesting, therefore, to learn that art music in Ire- 
land is coming to life, a fact that is disclosed in an effective 
manner by two records of “New Music From Old Erin.” (Decca, 
Two 12-inch LPs.) As might have been expected the greater 
part of the contemporary output, as here represented, ig based 
on traditional tunes. The treatment, however, as in “The 
Dirge of Ossian” by John F. Larchet and the “Irish Suite for 
Strings” by Arthur Duffy is musically mature and well skilled. 
Ossian’s Dirge, incidentally, is a deeply beautiful melody and 
quite as affecting as the more famous “Londonderry Air” or 
“The Dark Rosaleen.” 

Less obviously Irish work in their melodic character are the 
“Megalithic Ritual Dances” which describe religious exercises 
of a pre-Christian Ireland and are appropriately primitive in 
their emotional impact. 

All the music on the two records is instrumental and is 
played by the Radio Eireann Symphony Orchestra with Milan’ 
Horvat conducting. 

ARTHUR GRUMIAUX’S performances of the Bach 
Concertos for Violin and String Orchestra in A Minor and E 
Major are rhythmically strong, clearly articulated, refined but 
warm in tone quality. A continuously flowing melodic line 
indicates that the balance between the solo part and the ac- 
companiment, played by the Guller Chamber Orchestra, is 
always correct. (Epic, One 12-inch LP.) 

THE PIANIST Felicia Blumenthal and the Filharmonice 
Triestina Orchestra play the Bachianas Brasileiras No. 3 by 
Heitor Villa-Lobos, This is a wholly engaging work and, like 
others in the same series, represents a successful effort to 
combine Brazilian tunes and atmosphere with a Bach-like 
classic design. Miss Blumental’s hard-hitting piano style 
makes the piece sound more percussive than it should. The 
record also contains the Albeniz “Spanish Rhapsody,” an in- 
consequential use of stock idioms, and the Saint-Saens “Wed- 
ding Cake” which is all icing. (Vox, One, 12-inch LP.) 
TSCHAIKOWSKY'S SYMPHONY Neo. 1, a pleat 
antly lyrical composition that sticks rather close to a formal- 
istic pattern, gets a good performance from the Bolshoi Sym- 
phony Orchestra of Moscow under the direction of Nicolai 
Golovanov, The recording made from a Russian tape is acous- 
tically dull in comparison with the best coming out of the 
Western European and American laboratories. (Westminster, 
One 12-inch LP.) 

LIGHT MUSIC of superior quality is universally treas 
ured and Arthur Fiedler has assembled three choice specimens 
in that category for a recording by the Boston “Pops” Orches- 
tra. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.) In the order followed on 
the record they are: “La Boutique Fantasque” an arrangement 


~ by Respighi of severa! charming trifles composed originally 


by Rossini; the “Divertissement” by Jacques Ibert, a musical 
romp which ranges from deft satire to frank burlesque; and 
“The Incredible Flutist” by Walter Piston, a gay piece which 
describes a traveling circus with a flutist whose music casts 
a romantic spell on all who hear him, The performance does 
justice to the music and is well recorded. 

A DISCERNING and erisply played performance of 
the Schubert String Quartet, No. 15 in G Major demonstrates 
again the superlative ensemble work of the Hungarian Quar- 
tet. (Angel, One 12-inch LP.) This recording is offered as 
a part of Angel's Library Series.

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LONDON, May 25—Drawing 
for Britain's first legalized lot- 
tery is set for June 1 and will 
be held. monthly in the future. 

Numbers to be drawn are 
those appearing on government 
savings bonds costing $2.80 
each. Even those who don't 
wn prizes don’t lose because 
their tonds are still worth the 
original purchase price. 

There are 97 first prizes of 
$2800 each, 194 of $1400 and 
ethers scaling down to 19,400 of 
$70 each. 

Prime Minister Macmillan in- 
stituted the lottery last fall 
when he was still Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The idea is to 
encourage savings to take the 
edge off inflation. 

Religious organizations made 


some protest, but bond sales 
have been successful. Forty- 


eight million five hundred bonds | 


were sold last November. These 
are the ones to be drawn. 

During the first four months 
of this year, sales have topped 
the money invested in football 
pools—England’s favorite gam- 
bling device. 

Numbers will be picked by a 
machine called an “electronic 
random number indicator equip- 
ment”—Ernie for short. 

Radios will broadcast winning 
numbers and newspapers will 
print them. The winners will 
remain secret unless they dis- 
close their own identities to 
newspapers. 

Football pool promoters are 
getting worried. They pay out 
only 50 per cent of the money 
taken in. The premium bonds 
repay everyone his original fn- 
vestment, plus chances on some 
20,000 prizes. 

The government lottery has 
been much more successful than 
it was hoped. It looks as if it 
will remain a permanent Eng- 
lish institution. It is similar 
to the bond lottery operating in 
the Soviet Union.

for medical and dental diagno- 
sis. 

This prediction was based on 


an estimate that the United 
States will have 20,000,000 to 
40,000,000 kilowatts of atomic 
generating capacity by 1975. 
Each 100,000 kilowatts. puts out 
as much radioactive waste as 
the fallout from one megaton 
bomb (the equivalent of 1,000,- 
000 tons of TNT). About 50 
megatons of bombs now have 
been exploded and the rate is 
roughly 10 megatons a year. 
Thus, peaceful atomic plants by 
1975 will be pouring out radio- 
activity of at 20 to 40 times the 
present rate of weapons testing. 


Libby estimates that radioiso- 
topes, which are the radioactive 
materials In the waste from 
atomic plants, already are sav- 
ing American industry $500,- 
000,000 a year and that more 
use and new applications will 
raise this figure to five billion 
dollars by 1960 or 1962. 


More Chance of Accident. 


At the same time, however, 
wider use will mean more 
chance of accident. A case in 
point is the recently disclosed 
case last march at Houston, 
Tex., where seven workmen 
were contaminated with radio 
activity when irradiated metal- 
lic pellets broke open while be- 
ing removed from cans for use 
in testing structural steel. 


Until atomic wastes can be 
used fully, their safe storage 


pensive problem. Phillips Pe- 
troleum Co. solves it temporari- 
ly at the reactor testing station 
in Idaho by building 350,000- 
gallon stainless steel tanks en- 
cased in concrete underground 
at a cost of $750,000 a piece. 
Five of these have been built 
and one of them is already full. 


As for the chance of one of 
the atomic plants running out 
of control and spewing radio- 
active products across the coun- 
tryside, the AEC last March 
made public ar inch-thick 
analysis of the hazard. Using 
the most pessimistic assump- 
tions, this study concluded that, 
when 100 reactors are in opera- 
tion in the United States, a per- 
son in this country would have 
one chance in 50,000,000 a year 
of being killed by a reactor ac- 
cident. This was compared with 
the present one-in-5000 chance 
in the United States of being 
killed in an automobile accident. 


It will be noted that most 
atomic hazards, when expressed 
in percentages, are extremely 
small. Even Dr. Pauling'’s es- 
timate of 1,000,000 fallout 
deaths over an indefinite num- 
ber of future years comes to 
only a tiny percentage a year 
of the world’s total population. 

Furthermore, fallout:— the 
hazard that has attracted by 
far the greatest attention—is 
estimated by the AEC to have 
a present rate of only one- 
tenth of one ‘& year

TAX DEDUCTION 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 25~— 
Representative Thomas B. Cur- 
tis ‘(Rep.), Webster Groves, 
called yesterday for a congres- 
sional inquiry into the 27% per 
cent income tax deduction giv- 
en oil companies. He urged the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to make an “objective 
study” of the matter. 


Curtis, a member of the tax- 
writing committee, said the de- 
pletion allowance “is undoubt- 
edly an area where the Treas- 
ury can gain revenue and at the 
ae time equalize our tax 

ws.” 


He made public a letter from 


Secre of the eee 
George M, Humphrey in whic 
“certainly 


Humphrey said he 
would not object to a thorough- 
going, complete study, with 
hearings, to determine whether 
any changes might be required 
for the future best interests of 
the country as a whole.” 


Humphrey added, however, 

that he believed “the practical 

| effects of the present depletion 

provisions are carrying out our 

general national purposes.” 
Letter to Cooper. 

In a letter to Chairman Jere 
Cooper (Dem.), Tennessee, of 
the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, Curtis said the tax laws 
“should reflect the knowledge 
we now possess about the ex- 
traction of oil, gas and other 
minerals, rather than the 
knowledge we had 30 years 
ago.” , 
| He said the present depletion 
allowance does not “accurately 
reflect the tactual depletion ex- 
perienced under modern meth- 
ods of extraction.” 

“Furthermore,” he went on, 
“the estimates which the per- 
centage figures reflect need not 
be so arbitrary in the light of 
modern knowledge of what min- 
eral wealth actually exists in 
producing mines and wells.” 

Under present law, oil com- 
panies can deduct 2742 per cent 
of their net income before fig- 
uring their income tax, up to 
half their gross income. Orig- 
inally the depletion allowance 
was intended to compensate the 
oil industry for the risks it takes 
in exploring for new reserves. 


Several Senators, including 


Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, a 
Democrat, and John J. Williams 


'of Delaware, a Republican, have 


sharply criticized continuation 
of the 2744 per cent deduction, 
saying it has resulted in giving 
oil companies an unfair tax. ad- 
vantage. 

Fewer Dry Holes. 

They have pointed out that 
modern methods of exploration 
for new oil and gas reserves 
have substantially reduced the 
risk of loss. Modern geologic 


techniques have meant far fewer 
dry holes, they have said. 

Curtis told the Post-Dispatch 
he received a reply from Chair- 
man Cooper today, agreeing 
“fully” that “such basic laws” 
should not be changed without 
a Ways and Means Committee 
study first. 

However, Cooper told Curtis 
a decision on whether to hold 
hearings would be up to the 
full membership of the com- 
mittee, and he described a com- 
mittee schedule that made it 
obvious hearings could not be 
‘held in the near future. 

Williams has proposed reduc- 
ing the depletion allowance to 
20 per cent, estimating that this 
would produce an additional 
$250,000,000 a year in revenue 
for the Treasury, Douglas has 
suggested the deduction should 
be 15 per cent for companies 
with annual taxable income of 
$5,000,000 or more. 


RAILROAD MAN PREDICTS 
CONTINUED PROSPERITY 


Continued prosperity in the 
United States for many years 
is almost certain because the 
national economy will be bol- 
stered by a steadily increasing 
population, Donald J. Russell, 
president of the Scuthern Pa- 
cific Lines and chairman of the 
board of the Cotton Belt Rail- 
road, said here yesterday. 


Russell added that business 
nationally is temporarily level- 
ing off in some fields, “but this 
is a healthy situation because it 
emphasizes the strength of our 
economy in that two or three 
types of business and industry 
can go through a period of ad- 
justment without damaging the 
whole economy.” 

“The inflationary spiral of 
wages is the one dark cloud in 
the economic picture,” he said. 
“Thig can’t go on indefinitely.”

Sharp in- 
creases in the population of the 
West and Southwest will result 
in a much greater flow of prod-

TOOPEN FUND DRE 


St. John’s Hospital will open 
a public drive to raise $3,000,- 
000 for its new hospital at a 
dinner Tuesday at 7 p.m. at Ho- 
tel Chase. Plans for the insti- 
tution will be displayed to some 
400 guests. 

The new hospital, to be 
erected on a tract of 123 acres 
at Ballas and Conway roads in 
St. Louis ‘county, will cost 
$14,000,000. The Sisters of 
Mercy, making their first a 
peal for community support fn 
their 100-year history here, will 
finance the bulk of the cost 
through past bequests, trust re- 
ceipts, a federal grant and a 
long-term loan. 

Plans for the new general 
hospital call for 670 beds ten- 
tatively allocated as follows: 
165 medical beds, 165 surgical, 
100 chronic and convalescent, 
100 psychiatric, 100 obstetrical 
and 40 pediatric.

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Radiation Risk Called as Great 
As Polio Chances Before Salk 


Two. Washington University 
scientists estimated’ yesterday 
that approximately four of 
every 1000 children born in 
1955 would absorb dangerously 
high levels of radioactive Stron- 
tium190 in their bones because 
of atomic explosions. 


Most children will be “fairly 
safe,” they reported, but it has 
been demonstrated that any in- 
crease whatsoever in natural 
background radiation will cause 
a greater occurrence of leu- 
kemia, bone cancer and genetic 
damage in the population. 


John M. -.Fowler, assistant 
professor of physics, and Dr. 
Walter C. Bauer, resident fel- 
low in pathology at the School 
of Medicine, explained that 
data thus far assembled indi- 
cates that the amount of Stron- 
tium-90 picked. up in bones 
varies greatly with individuals. 

Wide Variation. 

Variations of four to 10 times 
the average have been shown 
in the limited research thus far 
accomplished, they said, adding 
that this was one of the factors 
making it impossible for some 
scientists to accept Atomic En- 
ergy Commission conclusions 
that danger from atomic tests 
is negligible. 

Fowler, a nuclear physicist, 
and Dr. Bauer said there was 
no real assurance whatsoever 
that maximum radiation expo- 
sures now officially regarded 
as “safe” would stand the test 
of time, and that, even it they 
were correct, there is the fact 
to be considered that some in- 
dividuals, for biological or geo- 
graphic reasons, pick up dos- 
ages much higher than the 
average. 

They prepared a 14-page 
statement reviewing the radio- 
active fallout controversy as a 
means of providing information 
concerning issties to be dis- 
cussed in Washington at public 
hearings, beginning tomerrow, 
before a special subcommittee 
of the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy. 


Chances Estimated. 


The Washington University 
scientists estimated that a 1955 
child’s: chance of getting a dan- 
gerous level of Strontium-90 
would compare with a number 
of risks that many parents con- 
sider important. The chance, 
| they said, would be: 
| The same as the chance the 
child had of acquiring poliomye- 
litis in its lifetime, before the 
Salk vaccine was developed. 


Three times greater than the 
child’s chances of developing 
all types of meningitis. 


Twice as great as the child's 
chances of being killed in an 
automobile accident. 


“Thus even if testing is 
stopped,” the statement said, 
“the risk a child runs of reach- 
ing a dangerous Strontium-90 
level is equal to or greater in 
magnitude than risks which are 
universally recognized to be 
legitimate public health con- 
cerns. 4 

“If testing continues at the 
rate of the last five years, the 
Strontium-90 content in the soil 
will increase to a value eight 
times the present level, with a 


Strontim-90 bone content.” 
Fowler and Dr. Bauer, noted

90, a “bone-seeker” like cal-

“The particular concern for 
children is based on the obser- 
vation that strontium is rapidly 
deposited in areas. where new 
bone is being made,” the state- 
ment said. “Because they are 
building their bones at a rapid 
rate, children are capable of 
storing up more Strontium-90 
from their diet than their par- 
ents.”

and Dr. Bauer made reference 
to an article in this month’s 
issue of Science, publication of 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
by E. B. Lewis, a biologist at 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

Based on Human Experience. 

Lewis’s study, it was empha- 
sized, was based not on animal 
experiments but on experience 
with human beings. He drew his 
conclusions from data, concern- 
ing the frequency with which 
leukemia has occurred in sur- 
vivors of the Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki bombings, and in per- 
sons subjected to extraordinary 
amounts of medical X-ray. 

As an editorial in Science 
magazine pointed out, Lewis 
found that leukemia, a fatal 
blood disease related to canc’r, 
increased in direct linear pro- 
portion to any increase in radi- 
ation. This was tantamount to 
saying that there is no safe 
radiation dose. 

It is small wonder, the Wash- 
ington University scientists 
said, that the public is puzzled 
and confused by a controversy 
in which AEC Commissioner 
Willard F. Libby contends fall- 
out will produce no observable 
damage and Linus Pauling, 
Nobel prize-winning chemist, 
says fallout will cause 1,000,000 
deaths and serious genetic 
damage. 

Nature of Disagreement. 

Fowler and Dr. Bauer said 
the disagreement was not s0 
much over scientific values as 
over the interpretation of the 
known facts, in terms of human 
values. It is quite true, they 
said, that the damage from 
fallout might be hard to detect 


in view of the tremendous num- 
bers of people who die from 
other causes, and the inade- 
quacy of medical statistics in 
most parts of the world. 

But there is no reasonable 
doubt that some people will die 
and that there will be an in- 
crease in the number of defec-

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HYPNOSIS 1S. SHOWN 
ASAD T0 DENTS 


Most patients can be hypno- 
tized into looking forward to a 
session in the dentist's chair as 
a pleasant experience and not 
as a painful ordeal, Dr. Irving 
I. Secter of Chicago, a leading 
exponent of the use of hypnosis 
in dentistry, said here yester- 
day. 

Dr. Secter, who addressed a 
meeting of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity Dental schoo] alumni at 
Hotel Chase, gave a practical 
demonstration to prove his 
point. Four dentists were hyp- 
notized and one failed to indi- 
cate any emotion when the hyp- 
notist suddenly pricked his 
finger with a knife point. 


In his evaluation of “Hyp- 
nosis in Dentistry,” Dr. Secter 
warned that hypnosis was no 
substitute for anesthesia or any 
other medicine or equipment 
now used by dentists. But it is 
an important adjunct to other 
dental equipment in the lessen- 
ing of pain and tension, he said. 

Natural Phenomenon. 


Hypnotism, properly used, is 
not a morbid or unhealthy 
thing, he said, but is a natural 
phenomenon in which the sub- 
ject actually hypnotizes him- 
self. The hypnotist only helps 
the subject overcome barriers 
against entering the hypnotic 
state. 

Dr. Secter said 85 to 95 per 
cent of a dentist's patients can 
enter a hypnotic state useful to 
the dentist, although only 25 
per cent will enter deep hypno- 
tism. The more intelligent and 
strong-willed the patient, the 
meee easily he is hypnotized, he 
said. 

Repetition is an important 
factor in the application of hyp- 
notism, Dr. Secter said. He 
compared this with the soporific 
effect of a lullaby sung by a 
mother putting her baby to 
sleep and the use of repetitious 
slogans in advertising, 

A patient is not put to sleep 
when hypnotized. by a dentist, 
the speaker said, and actually 
knows everything that is trans- 
piring. His tensions, brought 
on by the anticipatory dread of 
the dental operations, are over- 
come and with the lessening of 
tensions, the pain is reduced. 

Dr. Secter warned that un- 
qualified persons should not at- 
tempt hypnosis to engage in 
therapeutic practice and that 
hypnosis should be used by den- 
tists only in selective cases. — 

Works With 4 Volunteers. 


The four dentists who volun- | 


teered to submit to hypnosis 
were first asked to stare fixedly 
at a spot in the ceiling, to sit in 
as relaxed a position as pos- 
sible and to breathe deeply and 
easily. Dr. Secter explained 
what he was doing as he pro- 
ceeded with the experiment and 
within minutes the subjects had 
closed their eyes and appeared 
to be in a deep trance. 

He suggested they concen- 
trate on gray and black colors 
and to visualize being on a 
beach on a pleasant day. One 
of the four remained relaxed 
when Dr. Secter first bent his 
forefinger back and then stuck 
the knife point in his hand. 

They were aroused from the 
trance when the hypnotist sug- 
gested thev recall they actually 
were in Hotel Chase and that 
they become wide awake after 
counting to four.

The most important, of 
course, was the one in which 
he defeated Joe Walcott for 
the heavyweight champion- 
ship at Philadelphia, Sept. 23, 
1952. 

Marciano won by a knock- 
out in the thirteenth round 
but only after such a bruising 
battle that it will have to go 
down in history as one of the 
most hotly contested heavy- 
weight title bouts of all time. 

Rocky was floored in the 
first minute of the first 
round and his supporters 
were dubious about his ability 
to recover.

“TI felt in the twelfth round, 
that he was weakening and 
that I could get him with one 
big punch. The chance came 
in the thirteenth and I landed 
it to win the title.” 
~Cerniglia who gets his

Don Cockell gave him some 
trouble in San _ Francisco 
largely because his awkward 
style made the Englishman 
hard to hit solidly and he 
could take a good body 
punch. Marciano admits that 
was probably his worst fight 
as champion.

Iron Liege Is Nose Winner in Jersey Stakes; Clem Runs Second 
Shatters Odds 


Barbizon 
Trails in 
9th Place 


CAMDEN, N.J., May 25 (UP) 
—Calumet Farm's Iron Liege, 
the Kentucky Derby winner, 
turned back a bitter stretch 
challenge at Garden State Park 
today to win the $62,400 Jersey 
Stakes by a nose in the fastest 
running of the race. 

Taking the lead shortly after 
the start of the mile and one- 
eighth race, Iron Liege held a 
commanding lead as the field 
of 11 three-year-olds entered 
the stretch. But Mrs. Adele L. 
Rand’s Clem went after the 
Calumet Farm charger in the 
straightaway, and in a stirring 
battle that had a crowd of 37,- 
783 screaming, Iron Liege just 
managed to sneak under the 
wire in the sparkling time of 
1:48 over a fast track. 

With Bill: Hartack in the sad- 
die, Iron Liege, in scoring the 
second stake triumph of his ca- 
reer, thus gave Calumet Farm 
its second straight victory in the 
race and enriched its treasure 
chest with a winner's purse of 
$44,300 

John J. Kelley's We Trust, a 
50-to-1 shot, was third, eight 
long lengths behind the first 
two finishers in the eighteenth 
running of the Jersey Stakes. 

Then came Lucky Dip, One- 
Eyed King, Promised Land, In- 
side Tract, Hormonizing, Barbi- 
zon, Mister Jive and Bakht,. 

Iron Liege, whose bid for a 
triple-crown championship was 
crushed a week ago when he 
finished second to Wheatley 
Stable’s Bold Ruler in the 
Preakness Stakes, was an over- 
whelming favorite. He ran cou- 
pled with Barbizon and the en- 
try paid only $3.20, $2.40 and 
$2.20 across the board. 

Clem returned $460 and 
$2.80, while We Trust returned 
$5.80 to show. 

Iron Liege carried high 
weight of 126 pounds, spotting 
Clem, his dogged challenger, 
eight pounds, as he lowered 
Dedicate’s stakes record of 
1:48 1-5 by one-fifth of a sec- 
ond. He was the third Calumet 
horse to carry that burden to 
victory in the Jersey, following 
the example of Citation in 1948 
and Fabius a year ago. 

“This horse just likes to run. 
It was one of his toughest races 
but he was game all through the 
stretch. It seemed about. as 
close as the Derby and he want- 
ed to keep on going in that one 
too. He's a real runner,” said 
Hartack in the winners’ circle. 

In the Kentucky Derby Iron 
Liege also had to withstand a 
bitter stretch challenge, nosing 
out Ralph Lowe’s Gallant Man 
fin the finish now famous for 
Willie Shoemakers’ misjudging 
of the finish line. 

Conn McCreary rode Clem 
and the veteran rider tried to 
make a race of it all the way. 

“I plan to rest Iron Liege a 
bit and then get him ready for 
the Leonard Richards at Dela- 
ware Park or the Belmont 
Stakes,” Trainer Jimmy Jenes 
said after the race. As for 
ninth-place Barbizon, who won 

the Garden State Stakes, world’s: 
richest race, here last fall in 
the same type finish, Jones was 
disappointed.

Excessive Rain Adds 
To Work on Farm

‘4 LTHOUGH we will take a half-dozen wet years to one 
season of drouth, recent and too-generous rains have 
created problems at Possum Trot Farm as they have 

for farmers throughout Missouri and the southwest. Over 

toward the highway’is the 

Little Pond field which 

we seeded to alfalfa and 

bromegrass last autumn, 

_ only to have it sprout and 

» die inthe dust. The ground 

: lay bare all winter under 

» heavy rains and the loose 

“= soil washed badly, Finally 

. 10 days ago, part of the 
field dried enough to work 
again, so Ern and Ray 

Stricklin and I went at it 

with three tractors. We 

double-disked and har- 
rowed and then I went to 
work with the tractor 
blade, building back the 
terraces which had washed 
full of topsoil during the 
long winter. When all was 
ready, we drilled the field 
to oats for a nurse crop and re-seeded our alfalfa. 

The moist, warm weather sprouted the seed at once and 

the stand was perfect. Then one night last week came a 

gully washer, when three inches of rain fell in an hour. 

Creeks went out over the bottom fields, higher than since 

1950. When I went to look at the alfalfa, there was most 

of our work to do over for the third time. Loose earth had 

washed into terrace channels until they were full; then had 
broken over to cut ditches down the slopes. Much of the 


‘ newly sprouted alfalfa was drowned in mud. And in the 


adjoining field which we had finished making ready for 
eorn at 6 o'clock the evening before the rain, most of the 
task of preparation has gone for nothing.

@ THAT SAME EVENING between supper and bedtime 
I disked the vegetable garden for the third time, ready to 
plant next spring. But next morning for the third time this 
spring, it was a sea of ‘mud; unworkable for many days. 
Some neighbors are a bit ahead of us on vegetables, it is 
true. But the couple of hours on one or two afternoons 
when it was dry enough to plant their beans and lettuce 
found us trying to entertain bird watchers, instruct 4-H 
Clubs, write over-due columns or talk on conservation 100 
miles from home. Nor do visitors who look down their noses 
at our shaggy lawn and wild flowers growing in natural con- 
fusion have much conception of the extra hours and dollars 
required to replant fields time after time and repair water- 
gaps and fences washed out in flood after flood.

On the other hand, a wet year has compensa- 
toms. Everywhere the growth is tropical so that its 
very lushness gives the farm an unkempt look. 
This is something the uninitiated cannet understand 
er appreciate. Yet Daisy and Ribbon and Crickett, 
dumb creatures that they are, know enough about 
country living te enjoy it, as do our cattle and the 
countless forms of wildlife. These are times when 
we thank our stars Possum Trot is not a manicured 
estate, but a working farmp devoted to building soil 
fertility and fat cattle and homes for birds, cotton- 
tails, squirrels, foxes, racoons, possums, fishes, 
frogs and all the rest.

@ ON A RARE SUNNY DAY last week I stole my lunch 
hour to take the camera down through the bottom fields on 
the chance of “shooting” the little Virginia rail or Amer- 
fcan bittern or, perhaps, a nesting bobwhite. The hubbub 
of the previous Saturday, when many birders were abroad 
on the farm, was over. Mute evidence of trampling feet 
were several deserted homes of ground-nesting birds, each 
with its clutch of cold, dead eggs. Fortunately it is early 
enough so most of these birds will probably nest again.

rom Darkness Into 


Novelist, Blind for 10 Years, Writes Moving 
Account of Seeing His Wife and Children for 
First Time — Tells of His Period of Affliction 


There have been few per- 


sonal narratives as dramatic 
and inspirational as the 
one you are about to read. 
What happens when a young 
man launched on a remark- 
able career of adventure goes 
blind? And hew does he react 


for the first time? Sight 
returned to novelist John 
Howerd Griffin in January. 
Now, after recovering from 
the shock and learning te use 
his eyes again, he has written, 
with deep feeling the full 
story of his blindness and his 
return to the world of the see- 
ing. This is the first of three 
articles.

OR a decade I lived in the 
F word of blindness. I married 

a wife I'd never seen. We 
had children I could know only 
with my heart and hands, I 
wrote books I never read. 


In the spring of 1947 I was 
rapidly losing the little sight I 
had brought back from the war 
18 months before. I lived in the 
Sarthe valley of France, where 
I studied with the famed Ben- 
edictine monks of Solesmes. 
Alone at night, I puttered about 
my room, trying to ignore the 
blindness that was walling me 
in. But my lamp reminded me 
each time I turned toward it. 
Sight had faded until the bare 
globe was like candlelight seen 
through fog. 

At 26, I looked on this as the 
end of a life of adventure be- 
gun in my teens when I had gone 
to France to study medicine. 
Before my twentieth birthday I 
had been assistant to the doctor 
in charge of the insane asylum 
of Tours, had worked in the 
French underground and had 
fled the invading Germans. Then 
there had been nearly three 
years in the Pacific where bomb 

ns had damaged. my 
vision. 


I had planned to finish my 
medical work in France and re- 
turn to the Pacific to explore 
remote islands and work with 
the natives. Now, all of that was 
thrown out. Specialists had 
bluntly told me I would be 
blind before I could finish med- 
ical school. 

So I decided to study Gre- 
gorian chant with the monks, 
perhaps to find strength and get 
my bearings. It had been a fight 
against time. I kept it to my- 
self. Going blind is a private 
thing. I didn’t want others to 
know until necessary.

0 NE morning in Aprfl I could 


no longer make out the 


white splotch of my writing 
paper on the black top of my 
desk. I knew the waiting was 
over. It was time to have one 
of ‘the monks write my family, 
time to return to America and 
begin the training necessary to 
live without sight. 

It was not as dramatic as I 
had expected. I fumbled my 
way along the cobblestone street 
toward the abbey. A mild sun 
warmed my shoulders. The val- 
ley drowsed in silence, fragrant 
with blossoming fruit trees. A 
rooster. crowed somewhere far 
in the distance, the atmosphere 
was steeped in peace. 

The abbey gatekeeper saw my 
condition. I Heard him whisper 
“God bless you,” as he took my 
hand and led me inside. We 
walked without speaking. I felt 
his prayers surrounding me. 

At the time I did not real- 
ize how fortunate I was to have 
this happen in a holy place, 
where there was compassion but 
none of the sentimental pity 
the blind so often encounter, 

That morning I told one of 
the monks: “Yes, the sight is 
gone, the doctor says there's 
nothing more he can do.” I ex- 
pected a great outpouring of 
sympathy. I think I probably 
wanted that. 

“It’s such a waste of time 
and energy when we feel sorry 
for ourselves, isn’t it?” he sug- 
gested firmly. “If it’s an end, 
it’s also a beginning. It won't 
be as romantic as exploring sav- 
age lands, but it’s a greater chal- 
lenge. Overcoming your hand- 
icap will take far more energy 
and patience than any of these 
other things you had planned.”

How could I 
part my hair or shave or put 
toothpaste on a _ toothbrush? 
These loomed as overwhelming 
problems. 

One evening I asked the doc- 
tor if he would help me find a 
fresh pair of sox in my trunk. 

“Why don’t you wash those 
you have on? He suggested. 
“I know blind people who do 
all their own washing, ironing 
and cooking. At least give it a 
try.” 


Alone in my cabin, I ran the 
basin full of water. There was 
intimate excitement as I felt 
the texture of wet cloth, the 
water's warmth against my 
hands, and smelled the odor of 
cleanliness. Slowly it occurred 
to me that I was seeing with 
my other senses. It was a small 
thing, but for me it was a great 
discovery. I was washing my 
sox as well as if I could actual- 
ly see them. I hung them over 
the shower rod and went to bed 
with a sense of hope. In the 
future, when things went badly, 
I remembered that pair of sox. 

This was the beginning of 
my adjustment. It taught me 
to concentrate on what I could 
do rather than what I couldn't.

I had worked in 
hospitals long enough to know 
that the family and friends of 
the afflicted suffer more than 
the person himself. I dreaded 
for my parents to see me like 
this. When they led me off of 
of the boat, I felt their desola- 
tion and was overwhelmed with 
pity for what I knew must be 
their pain. The blind always 
feel guity for the sorrow they 
cause others. My parents merci- 
fully spared me such feelings 
as much as possible. They were 
more practical, preferring to 
act rather than to mourn. My 
mother learned to read in 
French and Latin so that my 
studies could be kept up. When 
we arrived at our farm at Mans- 
field, Texas, a place I had never 
seen, my father cut me a holly 
walking stick, and I set about 
learning to live.

Y first task was perhaps the 

most difficult and terrible of 

all—to overcome the fear of 
walking. Never knowing what 
lies a step ahead of you can 
be paralyzing. You are tempted 
to stay seated and let another 
bring things to you. I knew I 
was defeated if I ever allowed 
that to happen.

falls to kill the fear of them. 
My parents understood. They 


looked on and said nothing. 
Each time I tumbled down a 
slope or bumped into a tree, I 
raged, not because of my clum- 
siness, but because I knew how 
much it hurt them. It was a 
solitary business, but as I made 
progress my happiness  in- 
creased. By constant practice, 
I found that astonishing skills 
could be developed. I soon 
learned to locate myself by sun- 
light on my cheek, or the direc- 
tion of the, wind. 


But when I went into town for 
my first Braille lessons, contact 
with the world shook me. To 
most sighted people, blindness 
is simply the worst thing that 
can happen to a man. The world 
tells you in a thousand ways that 
you are, indeed, a tragic person. 
Few believe that you can really 
be happy. Your own natural 
happiness is interpreted as stoic 
bravery or courage. 


The blind person's problem is 
how to live in the midst of such 
an attitude and still not become 
persuaded that it is so. It isn’t 
easy. Many give ‘in and sit 
there, cofivinced by the sighted 
world that their situation is 
hopeless. Others rise above it. 
Others openly fight it. 


No man can live without a 
sense of personal value. It is

My reaction was immetilate 
and powerful. I would fight it 
—not bitterly or aggressively, 
but in the way a man in danger 
of being suffocated hights for 
air 


I, who had never beep on a

farm before, prone went 
into business. bought chick- 
ens and pure-bred hogs. People 
shook their heads, but stockmen 
and agricultural specialists be- 
came interested and trained me 
in animal husbandry. I spent 
my days in the open air and 
sunlight, doing hard physical 
work and experimenting end- 
lessly.

OME sighted people have an 

instinct for treating the blind 

as a normal person. The blind 
respond immediately to them. 
I found that stock farmers al- 
most invariably had this in- 
stinct. Their attitude was open 
and hearty, sometimes almost 
brutally so—but in a healthful 
way.

No one was happier for 
me than the ones who com- 
peted against me. And yet they 
never gave quarter, They al- 
ways tried to win. 


One of the most gratifying 
moments in my life was one 
day when I overheard a visi- 
tor to the stock show talking 
with one of the stockmen. 


“Hell, you don't need to feel 
sorry for him,” the old stock- 
man said. “He can do better 
without his sight than the rest 
of us can with ours. He sure 
takes all the prizes.” This was 
some improvement over: “Isn't 
that pathetic, honestly... .” 


Many people looked on this 
farm experience as a terrible 
come-down. I was one of the 
few recognized authorities on 
Gregorian chant and medieval 
music, a linguist, a man who 
had lived and studied all over 
the world. They thought I 
should teach, or at least do 
something more distinguished. 
But my training in monasteries 
taught me the one blessed 
thing that carried me through— 
a reverence for work, no matter 
how humble that work might 
be. I could see no loss of hu- 
man dignity when I sat in a 
farrowing pen late at night and 
helped a sow have her pigs, or 
when I raked the pens clean. 
That was one of the finest ex- 
periences of my life, but others 
saw it as the real tragedy of 
my condition,

had rebelled against an atti- 
i tude that placed a low ceil- 

ing and an empty future on 
the blind. I did not know that I 
was not alone, that all over this 
country, young men, soldiers 
blinded in. the war, were simi- 
larly refusing to believe that 
our condition meant that we 
were helpless. 


Nor did I know that certain 
specialists and groups, such as 
the American Foundation for 
the Blind, were looking with 
sympathy and hope on this 
change in attitudes. 

We now have blind lawyers 
and insurance men, blind Ph.Ds, 
blind business executives, blind 
writers and blind sports cham- 
pions. The blind Canadian con- 
cert pianist, Paul Doyon, has 
recently been hailed as an 
artist of supreme achievement. 
But for each of these, there 
have been thousands held back. 
Each one who has surmounted 
his handicap has been a rebel 
in his own lonely way. And each 
has worked toward a day when 
the blind need no longer rebel, 
when the sighted world will at 
last be convinced that we can 
and should take our places as 
useful members of society. 


In my own case, I knew that 
the agricultura] period did not 
represent my true vocation, 
since it allowed me to make 
little use of my past training. 
I realized that I had to find 
that vocation and learn more in 
order to begin earning the liv- 
ing that would allow me to have 
what I most. wanted in life— 
marriage and children.

Authorities Baffled Over Disappearance of Prominent Arkansas Woman Attorney

CAMDEN, Ark., May 25. 
NE of the things that has 
made the disappearance of 
Maude Crawford so baffling 
to people and police alike is 
what might be called its ex- 
treme Paes 
“Mrs. Crawford,” the towns- 
people keep saying, “just wasn't 
the type who would disappear. 
Anyone, but not Maude Craw- 
ford. And she didn’t have an 
enemy in the world.” 


Before you have been in Cam- 
den. léng, you begin to. see 
what the townspeople mean. 
Just how could a middle-aged, 
respected and respectable wom- 
an, who -had worked for years 
in a town where virtually every- 
one knew her, and where she 
was universally liked and ad- 
mired, suddenly vanish as 
though she had never existed? 


When she first dropped from 
sight, on the night of last March 
2, the people of Camden, as 
well as her husband, Clyde 
Crawford, and Police Chief G. 
B. Cole, weren’t too concerned. 
Like everyone said, Maude just 
wasn't the type to disappear. 


At 58, Mrs. Crawford was 
beyond doubt the best known 
woman in Camden. To begin 
with, she was a successful law- 
yer and worked for the law 
firm of Gaughan, McClellan 
and Laney, one of the oldest 
and most widely known .law 
firms in southern Arkansas. 
The Gaughans have been law- 
yers here for several genera- 
tions, and the McClellan in the 
firm is none other than United 
States Senator John L. McClel- 
lan, chairman of the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee. 


As a lawyer, Mrs. Crawford 
had a disciplined, logical mind, 
and she had never been known 
to do anything that didn’t re- 
flect such a mind. So, the peo- 
ple of Camden figured, she 
would be turning up right away, 
and the whole thing would have 
some perfectly natural and logi- 
cal explanation. 


As for anyone doing her bod- 
ily harm, who would want to 
hurt Maude Crawford? Every- 
one knew her as the kindest 
of women, always helping oth- 
ers, active in anything and 
everything that would promote 
the welfare of Camden and its 
people. No, Maude just couldn't 
have any eremies. Everyone 
knew that.

So it was plain to see that 
since Mrs. Crawford wasn’t the 
type to disappear, and since 
there was né evidence harm 
had befallen her, the whole 
thing would clear itself up in 
short order. 


But a day passed and Mrs. 
Crawford didn’t show up. Then 
another day and the days 
stretched into a week. The 
weeks have now stretched into 
almost three months, and the 
mystery of Maude Crawford has 
only deepened. 

Friends have told of her 
background. She was born in 
nearby Malvern, Ark., and her 
mother died when she was a 
girl When she was 16, she 
and her father moved to Cam- 
den. He later remarried, 
moved to St. Louis, and died 
about 10 years ago. Maude was 
reared by her grandmother. 

When she finished high 
school she went to the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas for a year. 
Then she went to work as a 
clerk and stenographer in the 
law firm which was then known 
as Gaughan and Sifford. She 
found the work fascinating, and 
started reading law. In 1927 
she took the state bar examina- 
tion and made the highest grade 
of all the applicants that year.

Not a member of the firm, 
she worked for a salary, and 
got a bonus every year based 
on the amount of title work 
she handled. She averaged 
around $8000 a year from the 
law firm, Gaughan said. Then 
she did tax work and other 
things on the side which in- 
creased her income consider- 
ably. 


At 5:30 every afternoon she 
got into her eight-yerr-old se- 
dan and drove out to Clifton 
street where she lived in a re- 
cently restored colonial man- 
sion with five working-girl 
roomers, her dog Dal, and her 
husband, Clyde.

LYDE CRAWFORD, who is 
Cs years old, is also a well 

known figure around Cam- 
den. A native of the town (his 
father was the town blacksmith) 
he started courting Maude when 
she was still in her teens, and 
they were married in 1925. 


Clyde worked for some years 
in a furniture factory. Then he 
quit and opened a cabinet mak- 
ing shop of his own. But he 
tired of that and is now in the 
floor-sanding business. 


Clyde is a tall, easy-going 
man who usually dresses in 
khaki, and whose hobbies are 
the movies, detective story Mag- 
azines and hanging around 
Penny's newsstand. Penny’s, 
which is operated by Guy Pen- 
nington, Clyde’s best friend, is 
a combination newsstand and 
confectionery in the heart of 
town, with a front which folds 
back leaving it open to the 
street in warm weather. It’s a 
popular hangout for a number 
of Pennington’s friends. 


We found Clyde, as everyone 
said we would, in front of 
Penny’s. He is an easy-talking, 
trusting sort of man who will 
sit right down with you and

every night. My life sort of runs 
in cycles. For years I used to 
come down town every night, 
then for seven or eight years I 
stayed home every night, now 
for several years I been coming 
down town every night. I go 
by Penney’s for a while, then 
I go to the movie, then I go by 
a friend’s place who has a liquor 
store and watch TV until the 
10 o'clock news and weather, 
then I go home. You could set 
your watch by me.” 


That night he had followed 
his usual routine, except that 
he had watched television a 
little longer, and instead of 
getting home around 10:20, it 
was close to 11 o'clock. 


“When I got home the place 
looked like she might have 
just stepped out. The beans 
were there, and the dog was 
lying on the floor, unconcerned.

“Well, I sat ‘til midnight, and 
then I went to my room. I 
thought maybe she was at the 
midnight show. They have them 
sometimes on Saturday night. 
Or I thought maybe she had 
gone with the young girls who 
room at our house to get a late 
snack at a drive-in. 


“But about 1 o'clock I got 
up and put on my khakis and 
started driving around town. 
I made two trips. I felt like a 
fool when I went into the police 
station. Then I made two more 
trips. Just drove around. 


“I don’t know why I didn’t 
go on to bed and go to sleep. 
She’s always sort of lived her 
own life. She had a career.

Clyde had to go out to his 
house, so we went out in his 
pick-up truck.

LYDE wandered around the

The mystery of Mrs, Craw- 
fard’s disappearance is further 
enhanced by the fact that she 
seems to have taken nothing 
with her. “All the luggage is 
here,” said. Clyde, “and I don't 
know enough about her clothes 
to know if she took any, but I 
don’t think she did. You know 
women, a man don’t know what 
they've got, but I think there 
may be a brown coat missing.” 


“The whole thing is so darn 
mysterious—so mysterious that 
I think maybe it’s like one of 
those trick questions where you 
keep trying to find the answer 
the hard way, when the answer 
is real simple and right before 
your eyes.” 

Mrs. Crawford had insurance 
totaling $15,000, with Clyde as 
beneficiary. She had a tew 
hundred dollars in the bank. 
She had borrowed money, Clyde 
said, to restore the house. 


“I didn’t even know how 
much insurance she had,” says 
Clyde, “or how much money. 
I don’t even know how much 
she made, That's always been 
strictly her own business. We 
shared the upkeep of the house. 
She always knew how I was 
getting along, but I never 
knew what she had.” 


Clyde was locking up the 
house to go back down town. 

“She was always mighty good 
to me, See that boat?” He in- 
dicated a long, racy motorboat 
with twin 30-horsepower en- 
gines, so big that the front end 
of it projected from what had 
once been a stable.

As a matter of fact, he al- 
ready is ng to feel the 
financial pinch, because the 
floor-sanding business has been 
slow and the bills are beginning 
to come in. 


On’ the day after Maude dis- 
appeared, about 50 friends and 
volunteers searched the house 
and grounds and a ravine and 
wooded area beyond the place, 
The next day, when things be- 
gan to look more serious, police 
and sheriff's deputies conduct- 
ed a more thorough search. 
Then members of a riding club, 
the Camden County Boat Club 
and the National Guard con- 
ducted an even wider search, 
including the banks of the 
Ouachita river nearby, and all 
the woods and ponds. The FBI 
came to Camden and made its 
own investigation, and the Ark- 
ansas State Patrol made still 
another.

N all of this searching nobody 
has turned up even a clue as 
to what could have happened. 
There have, of course, been the 
usual rumors, that she was seen

As Attorney Gaughan points 
out, “When a thing like this 
happens you don’t know what 
to look for.

If you knew she just 
ran away, you would again look 
for the reasons. Or if you knew 
she had come to some bodily 
harm, you could start looking 
for motives. ‘We assume she 
wasn't kidnaped because there's 
been no demand for ransom: 
I declare, I don’t know what 
to think.”

HAT fine Italian director and actor, Vittorio De Sica 
T esncesnine, “Bicycle Thief") has come out with a 

wry, cynical and humorously weary look at the casual 
life of Naples in four vignettes called “GOLD OF NAPLES,” 
showing at the SHADY OAK, and RICHMOND THEATERS, 

The stories ‘are slight. They are noteworthy for the 
zest of the acting, the sophisticated irony of the mood, in 
which DeSica seems to say, with a shrug: “This is life. 
Make of it what you will.” 

Most cuttingly ironic is the one in which DeSica plays 
an aging nobleman and incurable gambler, who having been 
declared incompetent by his distrusting wife, takes out his 
gambling fervor on the 10-year-old son of the apartment 
porter. Playing for matches, the boy, with a bored compe, 
tence, beats the old snorter again and again, until the old 
boy, in mounting fury, finally quits and stalks off shout- 
ing it is all luck.

Dear Martha: - 


as E are a group of neighbors who hope you can help 
\ us. A woman at the other end of the block has three 

small children who are allowed to run wild. They 
Gent constantly, They are at someone’s house every day 
for breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. They want all the 
toys and if we don’t watch 
them will run away with 
them. The mother refuses 
to listen to us and: has re- 
fused to give back the 
toys her children have 
taken. Her sister-in-law 
who recently moved here 
tries to help but is called 
all kinds of names by this 
mother, The father goes 
fishing every weekend and 
as soon as he leaves the 
house, the mother takes off 
and locks the house, some- 
times with the children in- 
side, Sometimes they are 
alone until 1 or 2 in the 
morning. We have tried 
everything short of calling 
the juvenile authorities but there seems to be no other way. 

HERE’S HOPING. 


Frankly, I can see no other way out. You certainly 
have a right to protect your property and possessions and 
even though you hate to see children suffer for their 
parents’ mistake, I don’t see that it’s up to the neighbors 
to feed them. If they are there at mealtime, why not send 
them home? This can be done tn a kind and gentle way 
without. scolding the children who, after all, haven’t had 
much of a chance to learn. But if they are destructive, if 
their parents neglect them—especially by leaving them 
alone until early morning—you would be doing the young- 
sters a favor by calling the authorities and asking that the 
situation be investigated.

HE old-fashioned “tank” 

suit will be competing for

Ma- 
trons haven’t been overlooked, 
either, as Rose Marie Reid, who 
was a St. Louis visitor last week, 
includes women’s sizes in flat- 
tering princess silhouettes in 
her extensive collection shown 
here. 

The vogue of complete en- 
sembles, apparent in all lines of 
fashions from street clothes to 
lingerie, is seen in the number 
of suits that have their own 
matching jackets. Some sets 
also add skirts or elongated 
sweaters. There is interest, too, 
in the co-ordinated ensembles 
that are equally as suitable for 
active sports on land as for 
swimming or lounging on the 
beaches.

It happened when the circus was in Chicago. I shuf- 
fled out.as I always do, making believe I'm someone 
I'm not — a sad, hungry tramp.

I sat down in the middle of the arena to nibble at 
the cabbage. Suddenly a plump woman barged out, 
carrying a huge cake. The ringmaster tried to stop 
her but she plunged right past him. 

“Here you are, you poor fellow,” she said, pushing 
the cake at me. “You always look so hungry, I've 
baked you something nice!” 

It happened in New York. I moped up and down 
the aisles in my rags, acting as though I were envying 
the “rich” people in the stands. Suddenly a little girl 
tugged at my sleeve. “Why,” she asked, her eyes moist, 
“do you always look so sad?” 


It happened in Lafayette, Ind. As I always do, I 


went up into the stands to clown with the people. 
I paid special attention to one lady, making believe 
I was sweeping with a broom around her chair. 

Later she met me back in my tent and she was Still 
laughing. “You had me believing,” said my mother, 
“that you didfi’t have an ounce of sense.” 

It happened in Vero Beach, Fla., this spring. After 
35 years with circuses, I had just taken on a new job 
— clowning before the games of the Brooklyn Dod- 
gers and their farm teams. But I'd been wondering: 
Would baseball fans be interested in me? 

As I shuffled onto the diamond, a little boy ran up. 
“Hey,” he said earnestly, looking at my battered hat, 
baggy pants and outsize shoes. “They won't let you 
play ball like that.” 

And then I knew that the magic of make-believe 
— enchanting people into believing you're somebody 
you're not —- works’ just as well at ball parks as at 
circuses.

The Army’s last 17 horses 


by PHILIP VAN DOREN STERN 


FT. MYER, VA. 
Time was — and not too long ago — when a horse 
was considered a noble and indispensable fighting 
instrument. During the Civil War, Union forces alone 
relied on some 650,000 horses (and 450,000 trusty 
mules) to mount troops, haul guns, supplies, ambu- 
lances. Against this peak use, the Army today boasts 


a grand total of 17 picked steeds here — and even © 


they have been regarded officially as so useless that 
an attempt was made as recently as last February to 
get rid of them. Only a loud, spontaneous public out- 
cry persuaded the Pentagon to change its mind. 

The horses, comprising 16 matched grays and one 
black, have a specialized job. They're the famous 
funeral horses at Arlington National Cemetery, and 
they keep busy. Since any serviceman is entitled to 
free burial at Arlington, funerals in this vast and cele- 
brated necropolis Cit used to be part of the estate of 
Robert E. Lee) take place at the rate of 15 to 18 a 
day. Only two or three of these, however, use the 
caisson horses; and not all 17 are used in each case. 
Only a general, admiral or former cavalry officer rates 
the black steed. | 

Sedate and elderly (all but one are more than 10 
years old), the horses live comfortable, routine lives 
at big, airy red-brick stables here. Each morning, after 
a 6:15 feeding, horses are selected for the day's cere- 
monial duties by Sgt. George O. Lake, in charge of 
operations here. The rest are turned loose in a large 
paddock. Sergeant Lake, 42, is said to be the last of 
the Army’s vanishing fraternity of stable sergeants; 
he supervises a detail of 15 men, all expert horsemen, 


drawn from the crack Thizd “Old Guard” Infantry 
Regiment -— the Army's oldest. (The unit, dating 
back to 1784, also provides the color guard for official 
Government ceremonies and the sentries who guard 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier.) 

Sergeant Lake, who has handled Army horses for 
11 years (he’s been here for three), says the horses 
never create a disturbance. They're accustomed to 
band music, bugle calls, graveside fusillades, boom- 
ing cannon salutes. What may rattle them occasion- 
ally, he admits, is the flashing sabers at a Navy 
funeral. Looking back, he also recalls the time some 
of the horses went AWOL. Well, not these horses, 
exactly, but they were Army horses. 


They Went Thataway 


“It was in 1942,” he recalls, “when the Army was 
mechanizing National Guard units, and we had more 
than 200 horses turned in at the Remount Station 
at Fort Royal. A bunch of them broke out of the 
pasture, and it took us 30 days to round them up 
again. I guess some of them got off in the woods and 
died. Anyway, I guess you'd have to admit they were 
AWOL for a time. And for horses, that’s pretty rare.” 

With Memorial Day celebrated in most states this 
Thursday, the cemetery horses of Arlington may serve 
as a reminder of all who have fallen in the service of 
their country. They're the Army’s last horses —— and 
perhaps the last surviving link to times past when 
American soldiers and their horses lived, fought and 
died together. Thus they preserve, in their way, the 
traditions of American heroism. «

commit—an ex-convict turned minister tells

HACKENSACK, N. J. 

UT FoR THE blessed faith of one man, I might 

B have died in the electric chair. He was a juror 

in a Brooklyn Court in April, 1937, and to 

this day I do not know his name, but he believed in 

me, a man accused of a girl’s murder. For 16 hours, 

he held out against 11 others, refusing to consent to 
my execution. 

His faith — today I like to feel that it was the hand 

of God at work — was justified. I was innocent of 


that murder, completely innocent, and now the courts 


have said so. But I spent 15 years and 10 months of 
my life in Sing Sing and Auburn Prisons wearing the 
brand of murderer. ‘ 

I was railroaded to prison in a chain of events that 
sounds incredible in modern America. Telling my 
story in full for the first time, I realize just how ‘in- 
credible. It involves people who believed in. black 
magic and “the evil eye”; people who killed cold- 
bloodedly for measly amounts of insurance; witnesses 
— including myself — whom terror taught to lie; 
“clan” ties that convinced me I should go to prison 
rather than tell the truth. 

Bizarre as that sounds, mine is also a story of faith 
— my own faith in God, and the faith of others in me. 
Without the help of others, I might not be free now to 
tell my story. Without God, there would be nothing 
to tell. 

1 went behind prison walls, with 30 years to life 
ahead of me, a bitter young man of 27. I came out at 
43, neither young nor bitter any longer. My years in 
jail were not wasted; instead of serving time, I made 
time serve me. Two weeks from today I will achieve 
the goal for which I began pointing 20 years ago: 
1 will be ordained a minister in the Presbyterian 
Church. I found God —- or God found me —- in a 


Brooklyn prison, in. a dank cell in Murderers’ Row. 

Another man should have occupied that cell. Once, 
later, he even confessed to the murder; finally, he 
himself died the death that I was spared. He went to 
the electric chair as mastermind of a ring that killed 
21 people for insurance. 

That man was my uncle, my dead mother’s brother, 
Paul Petrillo. He was an “evil-eye doctor,” fattening 
on the fears of the superstitious, a cold-blooded killer, 
an accomplished liar. The blood in his veins was the 
same as the blood in mine, but he did his best to kill 
me legally. He lied — willingly, easily, eagerly — to 
convict me of murder, silence me forever and save 
himself. 

Strange, I do not hate Uncle Paul. There is no 
bitterness in me, and, were he alive, I would not think 
of revenge. His words led me within a whisper of 
death, but they also resulted in a new life. Looking 
back, I wonder if my whole life was intended to bring 
me face to face with God and then to test that faith. 
Can it be that the murder of Molly Starace —- the 


' murder for which I served so many years — and the 


agonies that followed were God’s way of trying a 
sinner? 


“The Truth Shall Make You Free” 


I do not know. I only know how faith came to me, 
and has been rock and refuge since. It was in May, 
1937, after the holdout juror had ended my first tria! 
without decision. I was in Brooklyn’s Raymond Street 
Jail, awaiting another trial. A fellow prisoner, a Chris- 
tian man jailed by mistake — he was released a few 
days later —- heard my story and sent me a message: 
“The Truth shall make you free. John 8:36." —— a 
paraphrase of the original verse. 

I read that verse again and again. Suddenly, | fel!

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on my knees and prayed. For the first time, I realized 
that only God knew the truth. For thé first time, I 


Yealized that only He could help me. I threw myself 


on His mercy... and dedicated myself to Him. 

As a boy, I had been an average churchgoer. I grew 
up in an Italian-immigrant section of New York's East 
Harlem, and I went to a Presbyterian Church with 
some of my friends. I loved music, played the “hot 
fiddle” and trombone. I worked as a dress presser and 
pattern makers and, by the time I was 21, I operated 
my own dress factory. 

Then my mother died, and my father and I moved 
to Brooklyn, where he had relatives. That was when 
I began my Odyssey past the electric chair to a prison 
cell. That was when I met Molly Starace. 

Molly had had a difficult life. She was twice di- 
vorced, and she faithfully believed that both mar- 
riages had been cursed by the evil eye — what we 
Sicilians call the mal occhio-— cast by an enemy. 
Perhaps you must be from southern Italy to realize 
how deep this fantastic superstition runs, even today. 
Only recently, when my 2-year-old son Francis had a 
cold, a neighbor — an American-born, well-educated 
woman — told my wife it was not a cold at all. It was, 
she said fearfully, the evil eye. 

I cannot say I believed completely, but I was afraid 
to scoff. I knew of Uncle Paul’s practice: for a price, 
he would place a curse-on someone, or dissolve a curse, 
or furnish a potion to cure demons or jealousy or bad 
temper. : 

I asked him once how he did it. He explained that 
he had sold his soul to the devil, and that 4s long as 
he was on earth, the devil would do his bidding. 
Among the people who would believe such a state- 
ment was Molly Starace. In May, 1936, I brought 
them together — the mistake that was to doom me. 


Molly told me later about their talks. In addition 
to her own curse, she said, her mother and stepfather 
were cursed, and were quarreling. She wanted Uncle 
Paul’s help. In September, she showed me a letter 
from him. Her stepfather, the letter declared, would 
benefit “from a trip to California.” He should be in- 
sured heavily. And the letter closed with the line: 
“My nephew knows what I mean.” 

In Uncle Paul’s trial, it developed that a “trip to 
California” was a code phrase for death; the potion 
he prescribed was arsenic. In league with an insur- 
ance agent, Uncle Paul would buy insurance on his 
“patients,” in amounts so small no physical examina- 
tion was needed. Sometimes, it was testified, he mur- 
dered for as little at $500, split three ways. 


° The Fatal Shot 


But I did not know this then. I only knew that the 
letter had.an ominous ring, and I did not want to be 
involved. And when, in December, I found him ‘at 
Molly’s house, I was sure something was afoot. I called 
Molly into a bedroom. “I know what's going on here,” 
I said. “I don’t want to be tied up with it. Give me 
that letter.” 

Our voices rose, and the door creaked behind me. 
I spun to find my uncle angrily snatching a pistol 
from a coat pocket. I sprang at him and we grappled. 
He was much older than I, but he was chunky and 
healthy, I twisted his shooting arm, tore at his fingers 
to pry them leose from their tight grip on the gun. 

Through the rasping echoes of the struggle a shot 
rang out, cracking close to my head. Molly Starace 
crumpled slowly to the floor. 

How-can I tell you what happened next? In a mat- 
ter of minutes, my life was shattered, my freedom 
gone. I was charged with murder — “the murder of 


his sweetheart,” the newspapers said, but this was not 
so—- and jailed, questioned, photographed. Uncle . 
Paul was held as a material witness. : 

I was pressured, both subtly and crudely, to keep 
my mouth shut. Relatives told me it was all fixed: I 
would get 24% to 5 years in prison. What was 244 
years to a young man of 27? (I know now that 30 
days —- even one day ~~ is a long time at Any age.) 
But Uncle Paul was old and for him 2% years was 
a long time. Besides, he had: seven children. 

Dark hints were dropped about the influence Uncle 
Paul had in high places. Darker hints said my uncle 
would stop at nothing to escape jail. I feared for my 
life, and the lives of my father and brothers. When 
the trial opened, | kept my part of the bargain. I 
never mentioned Uncle Paul’s name. 

But when he testified, lie after lie fell from his lips. 
He cast himself as an innocent bystander, visiting the 
family, who had heard angry voices and entered the 
bedroom in time to see me level a gun at Molly Starace 
and cut her down in cold blood. He told it with a 
shudder, as though the memory still were etched in 
his mind. 

It swept over me in a wave: he wants me to die! 
My own uncle is trying to send me fo the electric chair. 
He is afraid of me. In vain I went to my attorneys. I 
urged them to find his letter to Molly, which would 
back up my story of the plot. 

They waved me aside. They could not believe the 
truth; they believed only my lies..I had thrown aw: 
my life. 

But a sympathetic jufor gave it back to me. Why he 
believed in me, why he held out so long against such 
opposition I do not know, but he saved an innocent 
man, and I am in his debt forever. 

My second trial, two months later, was a carbon

copy of the first. My previous lies kept me 
from telling the truth; Uncle Paul's lies 
were spun out for the jury. I was found 
guilty of second-degree murder and given 
a sentence of 30 years to life. On June 
30, 1937, the doors of Sing Sing clanged 
shut behind me. 

Crushed, prostrate, hopeless as I was, 
I think I died a little with that clang. I 
turned to my Bible to keep down bitter- 
ness, to keep up hope. I was determined 
to become a minister — an almost un- 
attainable goal for a murder-branded con- 
vict with an eighth-grade education. 

I had been in Sing Sing three long and 
~ Jonely years when a Philadelphia investi- 
gator called on me. The police had caught 
up with Uncle Paul. My hopes jumped. 
If Uncle Paul were exposed as a plotter 
of murders, the truth of my case might 
come out. 

I told the investigator all I knew. I sug- 
gested he try to-locate that damning letter. 
He did find it — iff the records of my 
trial. It had been in the prosecutor’s hands 
even then, although I had been told it 
could not be located. 

I spent 10 months in Philadelphia. My 
whole case was reviewed. Molly’s mother, 
a terrified woman at my trial, now de- 
scribed the plot; the letter was introduced 
as evidence. Uncle Paul confessed, then 
refused to sign his confession. 


The Profits of Murder 


In all, he was accused of 2] insurance 
murders, and, at the time of his arrest, 
he had insurance on 65 other victims. It 
was a sickening story of contempt for the 
human soul. Finally he pleaded guilty. 
Judge Harry L. McDevitt sentenced him 
and another man to death. Twenty-two 
others went to jail. 

I wept for Uncle Paul, cruel man that 
he was. But I knew his trial was my road 
to freedom. I thought it would be easy. But 
appeals cost money, and I; a convict, had 
none. I would have to travel the long, hard 
road to freedom alone — but with God 
to light my way. 

I was transferred to Auburn Prison, 
and these were the busiest days of my life. 


I heard about a correspondence course for 
the ministry, and signed up for it. I began 
to study law, to prepare my own petition 
for freedom. During inmates’ free time I 
was in my cell, reading the Bible or wres- 
tling with legal writs. The Protestant 
chaplain, the Rev. Ralph Philbrook, lent 
me all his books on theology; when I had 
waded through them, he borrowed more 
from a seminary library. In 1941, I 
preached my first sermon to the inmates. 


From 30 Years to 24 


Meanwhile, Chaplain Philbrook wrote 
to Judge McDevitt for help. The judge 
sent free copies of the court records — 
documents I could not have bought. Five 
years passed before my appeal was ready. 
In it, I charged suppression of evidence. 
The ruling came back: it was too late to 
consider this plea. But Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey had reduced my minimum sen- 
tence to 24 years, making me eligible for 
parole in 1953. 

Six years -is a wonderful gift — but, 
after all that work and high hope, it was 
a crushing disappointment. My faith wa- 
vered. Yet-in prayer I found: new well- 
springs of faith, and I determined to try 
again. 

By now I was Chaplain Philbrook’s as- 
sistant, doing chaplain’s work of my own. 
Knowing me as another inmate, the con- 
victs spoke freely to me; with God's help, 
I was able to convert several of them. 
Years passed — years in which I did God’s 
work and plugged away at my own hopes. 

In 1950 a friend sent an attorney to 
me. William B. Moore had become inter- 
ested in my case, and he was willing to 
help — free. In 1952, with his aid, my 
case came up again in the same Brooklyn 
court where I had been sentenced years 
before. 

I went back to the Raymond Street 
Jail, this time with a lighter heart. I was 
there for months, in a tumble-down cell, 
but it was worth every minute. Judge 
Louis Goldstein cleated me completely. 
Had the jury seen the letter and heard 
the truth about my uncle, he said, they 
could not have convicted me. | was free.

The prison doors open 


- The joy of that day is with me still. I 
cried unashamedly. I thanked the judge, 
I thanked Lawyer Moore, I thanked Chap- 
lain Philbrook. And I thanked God. He 
had never left me. 

Putting together the pieces of my life, 
I first enrolled in the New England Bible 
Institute at Framingham, Mass., to com- 
plete my pre-ministerial work. I spoke at 
church services and rallies and missions. 
I called on old friends. 

One of these friends, who had attended 
church with me as a boy, had stood by 
me throughout my ordeal. Every day for 
10 years, he had written me. But he was 
to do more. One February night in 1953, 
he introduced me to Carmella Sciarra, a 
pretty, dark-haired bank employe. By mid- 
March, we were deeply in love. 

Even as we professed our love, I knew 
it could never be — not for a man with 
my past. I had not told anyone my secret, 
but I knew Mel must know. “I'm not the 
man for you, Mel,” I said sadly one night. 
“I can’t see you any more.” And I spilled 
out my whole story. 

She listened quietly, dabbing at her 
eyes at times, as I recounted my past as I 
am telling it here. When I had finished 
— it took hours — she spoke quietly: “I 
think God made me to help you. You need 
me.” Bless her. I did need her. Her faith 
is the kind that moves mountains. 

On April 12, 1953,-we were married. 
Eight days later my attorney phoned me. 
The appellate court had overruled Judge 
Goldstein. Since this made me a murderer 
again, I must return to jail immediately. 
I had tasted freedom for six months, and 
now it was to be snatched from me. Fleet- 


ingly, 1 thought of escape. But God stayed 
me. Mel convinced me. I went back to jail. 

I was not there long this time. Attorney 
Moore still was fighting for me. On Au- 
gust 1, Governor Dewey commuted my 
sentence to the time served, making me 
eligible for parole immediately. On Au- 
gust 24 I walked out of prison again — 
with lifetime parole restrictions. 

A month later I entered Bloomfield 
Theological Seminary in Bloomfield, N. J., 
to study for the ministry. Again, a man 
with faith made it possible. The Rev. Dr. 
Frederick Schweitzer, the seminary presi- 
dent, was willing to gamble on my record 
and my lack of educational qualifications. 


And Now a Family 


If prison had been a struggle, so was 
the seminary. Imagine a man of 44, with 
little schooling, wrestling with Greek and 
Hebrew. And I had a growing family to 
support. In 1954 Angela was born; in 
1955 came Francis. I was commuting 50 
miles from my in-laws’ home to the semin- 
ary, teaching Sunday School in a church 
40 miles in the opposite direction. Each 
night I worked five hours in a box factory. 
After that, I studied. 

In late 1954 I was called to the pastor- 


ate of the Christian Community Church . 


here in Hackensack. It is a small mission 


church; and the salary is not much, so our * 


days of scrimping were not over. After 
classes and on week ends I worked in a 
hardware store. Pastoral calls and sermons 
cut into my study time. But now I had my 
own pulpit at last. My goal was in sight. 

My congregation did not know that 
their minister was an ex-convict. Only Dr. 


Schweitzer, the seminary dean, and one 
very close friend knew about my past. My 
secret was a great weight pressing on me, 
and it was worse for Mel. She lived in 
dread of the day an old acquaintance 
might unmask me. 

I know now that my congregation 
would have stood by me. Recently, after 
a wave of sickness in the family, I could 
not pay my last semester’s seminary tui- 
tion. The congregation passed the hat and 
raised the money, with some to spare. © 

And when they learned the truth, they 
wept with joy. Recently, Gov. Averell 
Harriman freed me of my parole restric- 
tions, and the story of a convict turned 
minister appeare. i the New York news- 
papers. The next Sunday I told my 
congregation the whole story, and -the 
following Sunday I explained to a Newark 
congregation which had invited me to be 
their pastor. Each time I was greeted with 
tears, handshakes, embraces. These are 
wonderful people, They are God's people. 

My struggle with my past is not over. 

I still hope for.a full pardon, which would 
clear my name completely. Attorney 
Moore is working toward it. But I can- 
not devote time to my case. I have other 
wotk to do —— God’s work. 

Someday I would like to go back to 
prison — as a chaplain, like the sincere 
man of God who helped me. I talk the 
language of the cellblock, 1 know how 
prisoners think. From my experience, | 
am convinced that only faith can keep a 
freed inmate from returning to prison. 
Perhaps one of their own can convince 
them that only in Christ is there true 
freedom, that only through Christ can 
they rise over prison walls. 

I know, too, that there are other men 
behind bars unjustly — embittered men, 
kept there by lies, injustice, hatred. They 
need a friend, a person who believes in 
them, as Chaplain Philbrook and Attor- 
ney Moore and Mel, dear Mel, believed 
in me, 

For myself, I do not regret the nearly 
16 years I spent in Sing Sing and Auburn. 
Surely I lost something of my life. But 
just as surely I gained something. I gained 
God. I gained my own soul “And what is 
a man profited, if he shall gain the pour 
world, and lose his soul?”

Television’s

HOLLYWOOD. 
As the current television season draws 
to a close, two facts stand out: 
1) More popular shows will be can- 
celed this year than ever before. | 
2) The viewing audience is less so- 
phisticated than many people imagine. 
As regards the first item, the net- 
work housecleaning is killing off 
something over 40 programs — in- 
cluding such well-known titles as Rob- 
ert Montgomery Presents, Air Power, 
Mama, the Jane Wyman show, DuPont 


Cavalcade, Blondie and Private Secre-» 


tary. In addition, Sid Caesar is being 
moved out of his regular Saturday-night 
spot and may appear only once a 
month. George Gobel is giving up his 
weekly half-hour program. I Love Lucy, 
the nation’s most popular TV show for 
six years, will appear only once a month 
next season. The status of Jackie Glea- 
son’s show is in doubt. 

There are various reasons for these 
and other changes you'll be hearing 
about. Some of the canceled shows 
haven't delivered sales for their spon- 
sors; some have encountered time-slot 
difficulties; some have just gotten tire- 
some to the public. Many big-name en- 
tertainers are seriously concerned over 
too-frequent exposure to a mass audi- 
ence. Unless carefully handled, TV 


becomes a tremendous incinerator that 
burns up talent — particularly come- 
dians —— faster than it can be devel- 
oped. 

This season has produced two sur- 
prises to whom, so far, the above does 
not apply: orchestra leader Lawrence 
Welk and singer Tennessee Ernie Ford. 
Both came on the air opposite shows of 
high prestige, Welk versus the estab- 
lished top-drawer comic, Sid Caesar, 
and Ford facing the highly praised 
dramatic show, Playhouse 90. In both 
cases it was expected that the competi- 
tion would prove too stiff. Instead, the 
ratings show that Welk and Ford con- 
sistently have won out. 


What's the Secret? 


This bears out the second point men- 
tioned above. Evidently America 
prefers an easy-going hillbilly like Ten- 
nessee Ernie to a drama series hailed 
by scores of critics — and the old- 
fashioned music of Lawrence Welk to 
a brilliant satirist like Sid Caesar. But 
if so, why? 

I asked Welk and Ford what they 
thought. Here, slightly condensed, are 
their answers. 

Says Lawrence Welk: 

“A lot of people seem puzzled over 
the popularity of my orchestra. I'm

What refrigerators, electric washers and TV sets have 
been at various times in the U. S. economy, air con- 
ditio threatens to be this year — the No. 1 item 
on the “wanted” list of home appliances. While total 
sales.can’t be predicted yet, the Air-Conditioning and 
Refrigeration Institute is sure 1957 will be a record 
year, topping the 1,500,000-plus units (room and 
“central” ) sold in 1956. 

Not least among the factors in this boom is the do- 
it-yourself kit, first tried out last summer. On these 
pages you see the start of an installation in the six- 
room (three-bedroom) ranch house owned by John

Duleba in East Meadow, a New York suburb. His sys- 
tém, made by Chrysler Airtemp (two other manufac- 
turers put out similar ones), took about a week to 
install — i.e., Duleba put in two or three hourfs an 
evening with the help of his wife, Ruth. 

This do-it-yourself package is engineered especially 
for ranch-house attic installation. Factory assembled, 
it includes a 2-hp waterless air-conditioner, automatic 
thermostat, about 80’ of Fiberglas ducts, outside grille 
for air intake, five additional room diffusers and, of 
course, a complete book of instructions. Nothing ad- 
ditional has to be purchased. This year, for the first

time, do-it-yourself kits are available through author- 
ized dealers for from $595 to $675. (installation, if 
desired, runs about $325 extra. ) 

Duleba could as easily have installed his unit in 
cellar or crawl space, tying it into existing warm-air 
heating. He preferred the attic. Since the conditioner 
is waterless, he had no plumbing problems. In, fact, 
the only big installation problem was cutting a hole 
in one gable end of the house for the outside air-intake 
grille. 

His new air-conditioner okayed in “test runs,” home- 
owner Duleba will dial his own climate this summer.

New air conditioners are 
slim, colorful, convenient 


If the do-it-yourself installation is not 
suited to your needs, you probably can 
find something for your purpose among 
the 64 different brands of air condition- 
ing units currené'Sn the market. 

Among them you'll find such features 
as these: A unit you can wheel from room 
to room; an overall heating and cooling 
system you can attach to your oil or gas 
furnace; “through-the-wall” units that 
take the place of window installations; 
streamlined window units so thin you can 
hang draperies over them without worry- 
ing about a bulge; units in pastels that 
blend with the color scheme of your 
living room; a “zone-by-zone” system that 
thermostatically regulates room units as 
the sun’s heat varies with its position. 

The “tomorrow” look (note photos 
above ) and simplified operation are salient 
features of such installations as Carrier, 
Bryant, Emerson, Frigidaire, York, Kelvin- 
ator, Westinghouse and others. ~ 

At reputable dealers, current prices for 
air conditioners range roughly from $200 
to $400 for window and “through-the- 
wall” models (2-, 34-, 1-hp) up to $700 
for central systems of 2-, 3- and 5-ton 
capacity. 

In view of the enormous demand for 
air-conditioning units, some effort is being 
made to help the buyer from a budget 
standpoint. For example, the Air-Condi- 
tioning and Refrigeration Institute and 
the National Association of Home Builders 
currently are studying costs of installation 
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and operation. This may result in a relax- 
ation of credit regulations of Government 
agencies on installations in mortgage- 
guaranteed homes and addition of equip- 
ment in existing homes. Central air con- 
ditioning in existing homes already can 
be financed through FHA Title I Chome 
improvement) loans, and in many, cases 
can be added to existing mortgages. - 
There is good news, too, for sufferers 
from heart ailments or allergies. If tem- 
porary installation of a unit is advised by 
a doctor to relieve suffering, the cost is 
considered tax deductible. 
Because air conditioning is becoming 
more and more an integral part of U. S. 
life, the industry is stressing two big points. 


Cooling Loads and BTU's 


The first is buying the right conditioner 
for your needs. You must take into account 
these factors: size of the house or apart- 
ment, windows exposed to sunlight, in- 
sulation, heat-producing electrical equip- 
ment, number of people occupying the 
area to be cooled, and so on. 

The Institute has prepared a “cooling 
load” estimate form which takes into con- 
sideration all of these factors in determin- 
ing the correct size of the unit to use.. Most 
dealers have these forms. 

The second point involves rating and 
testing of installations. A new standard 
has been devised by the Institute. Hereto- 
fore, units were designated according to 
the horsepower of their compressor motors

Ci", %, 1, etc.) or in terms of tons of 
air conditioning (2, 3, 5, etc.). These 
measurements, neither of which provided 
an accurate measure of cooling capacity, 


- stemmed from the industry's old rule of 


thumb which stated that a 1-hp unit would 
generate cooling capacity roughly equal 
to that produced by the melting of 1 ton 
of ice in 24 hours. 

Now manufacturers have agreed to test 
and rate their units according to a new 
Institute standard known as “BTU’s per 
hour.” A BTU (British thermal unit) is 
the amount of heat required to raise the 
temperature of 1 Ib. of water 1 degree; 
conversely, it is the amount of cooling 
capacity required to lower the temper- 
ature of 1 Ib. of water 1 degree. 

Unit sizes on the market from 1957 
on will be designated by most makers in 
terms of BTU’s per hour in ranges from 
4,000 BTU hours to around 18,000. The 
important thing is the size of the number 
in front of “BTU.” For example, if 
specifications for a 3%4-hp model list 7,500 
BTU’s rather than 6,000 BTU’s, you'll 
be getting 25 per cent more cooling for 
your money. . 

A properly installed and operated air 
conditioner, says the Institute, should 
give you from 15 to 20 years of service. 
It is an investment in family health and 
comfort and it increases property value.

Padre 
Island

An elongated scimitar of sand off South 
Texas in the Gulf of Mexico, 115 miles 
long and a mile wide at most, is on the 
verge of becoming America’s newest year- 
round playground. Better remember the 
name: Padre Island. 

Up to five years ago, Padre was a wild, 
undeveloped . vista of dunes and broad 


white beach — a beachcomber’s paradise 


(PARADE, March 30, 1952; May 24, 
1953). Today, from Corpus Christi at the 
northern end to Port Isabel near the mouth 
of the Rio Grande, it is beginning to boom. 


‘ If you want a vacation off the beaten path 


and a chance to go adventuring — without 
foregoing modern Conveniences — take a 
tip from Jack Williams and his family of 
Clevis, N. M. As pictured on these pages, 
they were among the first to sample one 
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BAREFOOT in Padre Beach surf, Gwen, Jack, Gregg and 


of the few remaining vacation spots in 
America that offers the thrill of discovery 
alorig with the fun. And they loved it. 

* The Williamses — Jack, wife Gwen, 
daughter Terri, 14, and son Gregg, 10 — 
drove from their home to Padre Beach, a 
new resort near the island’s southern tip. 
They crossed Laguna Madre, the channel 
separating the island from the mainland, 
over the new, three-mile Queen Isabella 
Causeway. (There are two other cause- 
ways — one via Mustang Island, off 
Padre’s northern tip, the other at Corpus 
Christi.) Then the Williamses checked in 
at a new motel — one of four that are part 
of the multimillion-dollar gesort develop- 
ment at Padre Beach. 

From the floor-to-ceiling windows of 
their apartment, they looked across the

court of Sandy Retreat motel. It has cottage-like suites (I.), a swimming pool.

gently sloping beach to where long, low 
breakers glinted in the sun. And for the 
next two weeks they crammed their days 
with sunbathing, fishing, tourist-shopping 
and learning the lore of the island — 
where Spanish explorers landed only 27 
years after Columbus discovered America. 

Lying in the general latitude of lower 
Florida, Padre has an average annual tem- 
perature of 74.5. But prevailing onshore 
winds from the Gulf keep the humidity 
down, and the net result is a high percent- 
age of sunshine without oppressive heat. 

The Williamses learned the story of 
Padre’s development from John L. Tomp- 
kins, a genial, soft-spoken Texan whom 

every visitor meets sooner or later, and 
who inevitably is known as “Mr. Padre 
Island.” His family has lived in the area 
for generations; im fact, his grandfather 
marched the length of the island with Gen. 
Zachary Taylor’s army to join other U, S. 
forces during the Mexican War-in 1846. 

The development-of Padre Beach, said 
Tompkins — involving additional hun- 
dreds of motel units, parks, shopping cen- 
ters, movie theaters and other attractions 
— is virtually a pilot project for the rest 
of the island. To the north, similar devel- 
opments — carefully zoned to keep the 
natural wild beauty of the island unspoiled 
— will rise among the dunes. A broad 
modern highway is to run the length of 
the island. 

For the Williamses, the present unclut- 
tered state of Padre Beach, its lack of con- 
ventional entertainment, added to its 
charm. Vacationists at the various motels

The photos on these pages show what is 
potentially the world’s deadliest kiss: the 
contact of a man’s lips with the venom- 
loaded head of an angered king cobra. The 
most dangerous form of snake charming, 
kissing the killer cobra has become a dying 
art —- for understandable reasons. 

One of the few remaining practitioners 
of this deadly game is Saya (“Snake-kiss- 
ing Master”) Chit Tee. PARADE’s Richard 
Harrington found him in a small, remote 
village in northern Burma. For Chit Tee 
the whole thing is purely a hobby, grow- 
ing out of a weird fondness between him 
and the snake. A longtime fondler of king 
cobras, Chit Tee has been bitten numerous 
times. He has managed to stay alive by 
taking an antidote before “Courting” the

snake and keeping another handy during 
the performance. 

Yet each time he kisses his venomous 
pet, Chit Tee faces swift death. Either his 
short-term immunity may have worn off 
or the cobra may take too deep a bite for 
the antidote to help. Recently a friend of 
Chit Tee’s was killed by a kissing cobra. 

The cobra pictured here is young (5 
years) and 6 feet long (cobras can grow 
to 12 feet). Its poison sacs and fangs in- 
tact, the snake is easjJy angered, For extra 
thrills, Chit Tee teases it by holding up 
his hand and then withdrawing it as the 
snake strikes. The snake misses because 
it can reach only the length of its raised 
body. Chit Tee has not misjudged the 
length — yet. a

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NEW YORK’S FAMOUS 
APPLE BLOSSOMS

HIS YEAR the Hudson River Valley glowed two weeks 
earlier than usual with the silvery white luminosity of 
apple blossoms. The region is dotted with one of the 

heaviest concentrations of apple orchards in the country, 
ranging in size from smali family orchards, like that at 
New Paltz (above), to large orchards of several hundred 
acres, like that near Modena (at left). 
An early warm spell, beginning with a record high of 
82 degrees, on Easter S , rushed the trees into flower- 
ing. And the bees, aided clear, warm weather and 
moderate winds, are busily at work cross- pollinating. Un-

AMES PATRICK DUFFY, an lishman at 

loose ends a decade ago, has found life a 

tightly scheduled affair in St. Louis. Duffy, 
now a British career diplomat, spends up to 18 
hours a day as his country’s consul here, which 
answers his postwar problem of how to keep 
busy as a wounded, discharged army officer. 

The bulk of Duffy’s work is what consuls call 
representational. Translated this means meetin 
people—at teas, dinners, cocktail parties, bla 
tie affairs. These social activities may occur at 

lic places, private clubs, residences or at his 

ome in Creve Coeur, where to fulfill consular 
obligations he entertains an estimated 1000 per- 
sons in a year’s time. Many guests later be- 
come personal friends. 

Representational duties tie in with commer- 
cial and informational ones. In the commercial 
phase Duffy is called upon to promote trade be- 
tween business interests here and those in Eng- 
land, and also to advise British firms about eco- 
nomic changes and trends in this district. Infor- 
mational duties require contacting newspapers, 
radio and TV studios. 

There is also the function usually associated 
with consular offices— of passports and 
visas, and giving advice and assistance to Brit- 
ish subjects. On an average, Duffy spends one 
hour daily on office affairs, two hours each on 
commercial and informational duties, and the 
balance—including the all-important social ac- 
tivities—on representational work. 

One of six career consuls in St. Louis (the 
others represent Switzerland, Italy, Mexico, Hon- 


duras and Cuba), Duffy usually begins his 
before he arrives at the pate. re in the She 
Building.

Late in the day 
he may meet with American business men who 
are about to visit Britain and for whom he has 
investigated overseas market conditions. 

These things out of the way, he dashes home 
to change into more formal wear for a dinner or 
a cocktail party. He usually breaks away from 
these affairs to participate in programs such as 
KETC’s “Armchair Ambassadors.” He virtually 
has to go into hiding for an evening so he may 
relax and catch up on his reading. A nightl 
ritual is checking the next day's schedule with 
his wife to make certain there are no con g 

tments. He feels a wife is “terribly, ter- 

y important” in the life of a consul.

LTHOUGH there was some lively discussion about how 
to run a railroad, chief interest at this year’s annual 
meeting of Missouri Pacific stockholders was centered 

on the contents of 15 cardboard boxes. Within the boxes 
were some 5800 pieces of paper that told the outcome of a 
heated proxy battle for four seats on the board of directors. 

The fight started after the Mo Pac management, in 

March, sought to drop T. Colburn Davis, of New York, from 
the oF oo board by not nominating him for re-election. 
Having no desire to vacate his seat, Davis took to the proxy 
battlefield. Charging that management was “lackadaisical 
and incompetent,” he asked stockholders for proxies to elect 
himself and three other anti-management candidates. There 
was a total of five board openings. : 

Vigorously defending its policies, management fought 

back and intensified its efforts to gain proxies for its slate 
of nominees for all five board positions. Davis, a close 
associate of Robert R. Young, was accused by management 
of seeking ‘total control of the Missouri Pacific.” With 


10,000 miles of track in nine states, it is the nation's sixth 
longest railroad and ranked eighth last year in general rev- 
enue, with $304,500,000. 

Young is board chairman of both the New York Central 
Railroad and the Alleghany Corporation, a holding company 
which became by far the largest owner of Mo Pac common 
stock during the line’s long bankruptcy: In a reorganization 
plan, approved by a federal court, under which the road 
came out of trusteeship last year, Alleghany was reduced 
to a minority holder, with only a 1 per cent vote in 
Mo Pac operations. 

Amid the recent charges and countercharges, and in 
light of the Mo Pac's complex background, stockholders made 
their decisions—which were recorded on those 5800 pieces 
of paper, called proxies. It was not until 37 hours after the 
annual meeting convened at the Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson that 
results were tabulated. Davis obtained enough support to 
retain his seat, but management won the other four. Before 
leaving town, Davis announced he would continue his fight.
